IRISH FAIR OPENED. 


TO AID STARVED CHILDREN 
) OF EUROPE. 

In the Dublin Mansion House yesterday 
there was opened, for three days, an Irish 
Seternetional Fail in aid of the Irish “ Save 
the Children ” Fund. 

The chair at the opening ceremony was 

taken by Dr. Dunne. 
The Fair may be described as an exhibi- 
tion and sale of toys and objects of art from 
nearly every country in Europe, with a 
special Irish section. The Supper Room, in 
which it is being held, has been tastefully 
decorated by Mrs. Kennedy Cahill, of the 
“ Crock of Gold,” and the articles which 
have been contributed for sale are interesting, 
inasmuch as they indicate the artistic sense 
of the countries from which they come. 

In the Irish Section, presided over by Mrs. 
Hackett, are gifts from the Dun Fmer Guild, 
the Decorative Artworkers, Belfast; Mrs. 
Healy, Harold’s Cross; Mrs. Gordon, Mary 
street; Belleek Pottery Company, and the 
Craftworkers, Harcourt street. 

There are quite a large number of toys and 
ornaments, the work of Russian children. 
At the stall where these are displayed is a 
large map, showing the famine area in Russia 
and the places where kitchens, financed by the 
lrish ‘‘Save the Children” Fund, are 
located, namely, Sartov, in East Russia, ard 
Kherson, in the South. 

Here, also, are to be seen quaint-looking 
obje :ts of art from China, and exhibits from 
Latvia and Bulgaria. 

The foregoing are but a fraction of the 
exhibits on view, which comprise samples of 
work from “Mag mand every known civilised 
country. important attraction is the 
| palmistry room, and during the Fair there 
will be exhibitions of dancing, as well as 
vocal concerts. 

Mademoiselle Ferriere, Geneva, in declar- 
ing the Fair open, referred in terms of praise 
to the initiative displayed by the Organising 
Committee.’ The best proof of the idea’s 
worth, she said, lay in the enthusiasm which 
it aroused in the various countries from 
which toys and other gifts had been sent. 
She thanked the members of the Irish ‘‘ Save 
the Children ” Fund for all they had done, 
in the name of Ireland, to help the little 
ones of other European countries, particularly 
those of Austria and Russia. 

Ireland was going through such hard 
times just now, and was suffering so much, 
that it was surprising and wonderful to see 
that its people could still remember the 
sufferings of others. 

“The life of a child, wherever it is, if it 
be in danger, must be rescned,” said the 
speaker. “ without any consideration of race 
or creed.” 

Mrs. T. M. Kettle said that the name of 
Mademoiselle Ferriere was well known, par- 
ticularly for the noble work she had done on 
behalf of the starving children of Europe, 
and added that it needed no words of hers to 
urve them to help generously. .

Mr. Justice Pim then summed up the evi- 
dence in detail to the jury, and explained the 
law in relation to the questions involved. In 
this case, he said, they had the old story of 
human credibility and human foolishness laid 
before them, The first question that the jury 
would have to answer was whether White 
obtained by fraud the acceptance of the bill 
with which they were dealing. The imputa- 
tion of fraud on White’s part, he poin out, 
was not contradicted in evidence in any way. 
White, the accused man, did not come for- 
ward to defend his honour or h's honesty. 
In tracing the story or course of conduct of 
Mr. White, his lordship said that, although 
there was apparently little or nothing known 
about him when he came from Liverpool] to 
Dublin, he seemed to be a clever and honest 
man, and a good man of affairs. The pro- 
ceedings in the action had been conducted 
throughout on the basis that no fraud had 
been proved against the defendants, and he 
thought that they had been conducted in a 
proper way. 

‘Jn the law of the case, his lordship im- 
pressed upon the jury that, no matter what 
might be the negligence or foolishness of any 
of the parties in connection with the accept- 
ance of the bill, provided they acted bona fide 
and their conduct was in no way tainted with 
fraud, they could not be held liable. In re- 
viewing fhe evidence of the bank manager 
(Mr. Agnew), who had been examined in 
support of the plaintifis’ case, he 
referred to what the witness must have known 
about the transactions with regard to the 
purchase of the cargo of petrol when White, 
who had been previously in default, pre- 
sented the two bills for £50,000 each, ard 
was understood to say it was rather extra- 
ordinary that his suspicions were not aroused 
in any way as to whether there was not 
something wrong. The jury would have to 
consider the matter very carefully in the 
light of the evidence, and decide for them- 
selves whether the witness had refrained from 
making inquiry in reference to the matter. 

His lordship left the following questions to 
the jury, which, he said, they would probably 
find difficult to answer, but which, he was 
sure, would be answered impartially upon the 
evidence :—(1) Was the acceptance of the bill 
sued on obtained by one John White from 
the defendants (other than White) by the 
fraud of the said John White? (2) Was 
the said bill taken by the plaintiffs in good 


faith? 


e Green, Dublin; W 


answered the first question in the afhrmative, 
and the second in the negative. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that that was'a 
verdict for the defendants, and gave judg- 
ment for them accordingly. 


ANOTHER BILL OF EXCHANGE. 

Before Mr. Justice Pim and a city special 
jury, the case of the Mutua! Thrift Society, 
Ltd. v. Fleming and others was listed for 
hearing on the conclusion of the case of 
Lioyd’s Bank, Ltd., v. Fleming and others, 
the defendants being the same in both _ -es. 

There was a new jury, including two 
women, sworn for the trial ef this case. 

The action was brought by the plaintiffs, 
the Mutual Thrift So~‘ety, Lid., carrying on 
business at Southport, England, to recover 
£10,125 (for principal and interest) on foot 
of a bill of exchange for £10,000, alleged to 
have been accepted by the defendants— 
George P. Fleming, David Kellett, “ohn J. 
McKenzie, John White, Patrick J. McAndrew, 
and William E. Fitzsimons: John White, 
ove of the defendants, who did not appear, 
an”! was ;  . represented, was alleged to have 
lodged the bill of exchange with the plaintiffs 
in the month of July, 1921. 

The defence was that the acceptance of the 
bill was fraudulently obtained b- John White, 
and used in payment of a debt due by him 
to the plaintiffs. 

Mr. FitaCtibbon, in opening the case for 
the plaintffs, pointed out that the main ques- 
tion in the case was whether the Mutu ! 
Thrift Society, Ltd., had come by the bill 
honestly—in other words, whether they were 
what» was called holders for value of the bill 
in good faith. He e: lained that the Mutual 
Thrift Society was an amalgamation of a 
number of small societies that existed in 
different parts of England, and stated that 
Mr. John White, who was a _ speculative 
kind of man, doing a considerable amount of 
business of one sort or another, had borrowed 
sums of money from the plaintiffs from time to 
time, as the manager of the society would 
state. The bill sued upon had been lodged 
with the plaintifis by White as security in 
1921. With regard te the defence, in order 
to succeed in this case the defendants must 
prove their allegation that the acceptance was 
fraudulently obtained from them, and that the 
bill was taken from White by Mr. Ralston 
under such circumstances as to afford reason- 
able grounds for suspicion. 

Mr. John Reginald Stephenson, of the firm 
of Messrs. Browne, Butler and Co., registered 
accountants, Southport, proved that in July, 
1921,. John White owed the Mutual Thrift 
Society. Ltd., a sum of £15,398 1s. 8d. 

The further hearing was then adjourned till 
this morning, when the manager of the society 
(Mr. Ralston) will be examined. 


A FAMILY SETTLEMENT. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Powell, in the case in which the 
plaintiffs are Charles M. Glass, of 16 Carling- 
ford terrace, Drumcondra, Dublin; Nora 
Teresa Smith, Rockfort, Buncrana, and Mary 
Josephine O’Daly, of Dublin road, Newry; 
and the defendants are John Henry Glass, 
of 14 Willowbank street, Belfast; Geor 
M. Glass, of Campsie, Omagh, and Josep 
Glass, of 24 Stratheden street, Belfast, 

Mr. Leet (instructed by Mr. Joseph Lough- 
rey) applied on behalf of the plaintiff for 
liberty to serve a subpeena out of the jurie- 
diction on the Rev. J. L. McGettigan, C.C., 
Derry, requiring his attendance at the trial 
of the action as a witness. Counsel moved on 
the affidavit of Mr. Loughrey, who stated 
that the action was brought (inter alia) to 
carry out the terms of a deed of family settle- 
ment, dated 17th February, 1920. One of 
thé material questions involved was whether, 
and to what extent. the deed represented the 
intentions of Hannah Glass, late of Coshquin, 
deceased, the mother of the parties to the 
settlement, as regards the disposition of her 
real and personal estate. And another of the 
material questions involved was whether on 
the occasion of declaring her intentions to 
her son, Charles M. Glass, one of the plain- 
tiffs, by whom the deed was drawn up, Mrs. 
Glass was of sound mind, memorv and under- 
standing. Not only was the Rev. Father 
McGettigan in daily attendance on Mrs. 
Glass during ‘the last few days of her life, 
but she discussed with him the way in which 
she wished her affairs to be settled and her 
property di 


sposed of.

the only way that his creditors could realise 
anything was by taking advantage of the in- 
demnity and coming in and claiming in the 
winding-up as creditors of the company on 
their covenant. 

Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Messrs.

A BRAY WILL. 


The matter of the will dated 20th September, 
1890, and a codicil] dated 14th November, 
1892, of Miss Teresa Bourke, deceased, late 
of 3 Eglinton road, Bray, Co. Wicklow, came 
before Mr. Justice Powell in the Chancery 
Division on a construction summons, in which 
the plaintiff was Colonel John Joseph Bourke, 
of Hertford, and the defendant was Mr. 
Joseph Bourke, of Baronstown, Baltinglass, 
Co. Wicklow. The plaintiff, who claimed as a 
legatee under the will and codicil of Miss 
Bourke to be absolutely entitled to the premises 
2 Goldsmith terrace, Bray, asked for the de- 
termination of the questions whether, on the 
true construction of the will and codicil, he 
became absolutely entitled to the premises and 
entitled to sell and dispose of them. and, if 
not, what interest he became entitled to m 
them. By her will Miss Bourke bequeathed 
the premises to the plaintiff “for his absolute 
use and benefit." ter in the will a clause 
was introduced prohibiting alienation. 

The plaintiff, in an affidavit, stated that the 
business of retail draper is now carried on in 
the premises by Edward Lee and Co., Ltd. 
This company had entered into an agreement 
to purchase the premises from him for £950, 
but had refused to complete the purchase until 
he (the plaintiff) had the will, so far as it 
affected the premises, construed by the Court 
and obtained an order that the condition pro- 
hibiting alienation was repugnant to the ab- 
solute interest which the will purported to 
give him, and was, therefore, void, and that 
e was absolutely entitled to sell and convey 
the premises. 

Mr. Justice Powell made an order declaring 
that the piaintiff became absolutely entitled 
to the premises and entitled to sell and dis- 
pose of them. He declared the plaintiff and 
the defendant entitled to their costs, to be 
paid out of the proceeds of the sale. 

Mr. McGusty, K.C. (instructed by Mesars. 
Hayes and Son), appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Marnan (imstructed by Mr. Pan! 
Brown) for the defendant, 


DUBLIN JURY PANELS, 


At the ym fy Inns yesterday, the Special 
Jury panel and the Common Jury panel were 
called before Mr, Justice Dodd. 

Ninety-one were summoned on the Special 
Jury panel, of whom 42 answered. Out of a 
Common Jury pane! of 105, only 59 answered. 

Mr. Justice Dodd, commenting on the at- 
tendance, said that for reasons which had im- 

ressed themselves upon him as valid excuses. 

e had excused a certain number, so that out 
of a jury panel of 105 he had only 29 effective 
jurors. Each litigant was entitled to chal- 
lenge six jurors in each common jury «ase, 
so that the smallest number he could get on 
with was 24. The revision which had taken 
place last October was not effective. Under 
the circumstances shese 29 jurors would have 
to attend every day for the rest of the sit- 


tings. He suggested to the jurors of Dublin 


that the remedy lay with them, and that they 
should make an effort to get accomplished 
what he had in vain endeavoured to get ac- 
complished on their behalf. They shouid, 
through some jurors’ association, or in some 
other way, take care that the panel was a 
good panel. It was the interest of every man 
on the panel to see that there was a full and 
complete panel, otherwise he would have to 
do more work. Those jurors who had not 
answered would be fined £2. 


SEIZURE OF MOTOR CAR. 


The case of Bernard Gannon, of Dunleer, 
v. Patrick McGivern, of Dandalk, came hefoke 
Mr. Justice Dodd in the King’s Bench 
Division, yesterday, on an inter-pleader 
summons, It appeared that the Sub-Sheriff of 
Dublin, acting under a writ of fi fa, seized a 
motor car in a Dublin garage. The car was 
afterwards claimed by Mr. Michael Bellew, 
of the Dublin Hotel, Skerries. 

Mr, Justice Dodd directed an issue to be 
tried by a judge without a jury as to whether 
the car belonged to Mr. Bellew, the plaintiff 
in the issne to be Mr. Bellew, and the defend- 
ant, Mr. Gannon. He gave the Sheriff costs. 

Mr. C. J. Murray, LL.D., solicitor, ap- 
peared for the Sheriff; Mr. Alexander Lynn 
(instructed by Messrs. O'Hare and O’Hegan) 
for Mr. Bellew; and Mir. M. B. Dalw íin- 
structed by Messrs. Johnston and Roe) for Mr. 
Gannon. 


HORSE-BREEDING IN 
THE NORTH. 


SHOW OF STALLIONS. 


An exhibition of thoroughbred and Clydes- 
dale. stallions was held at Balmoral, Belfast, 
yesterday, under the auspices of the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society, for the purpose 
of selecting animals for premiums under the 
horse breeding scheme, 1923, of the Northern 
Ministiy of Agriculture, and awarding prizes. 

The exhibits included three thoroughbred 
stallions, lately imported into Ulster by the 
Mimstry of Agriculture in connection with 
their horse-breeding scheme. These were 
King Edgar, General Villa and FitzRichard. 

The first, exhibited by Mr. Thomas Lind- 
say, Derryboy, Crossgar, came with a big 
record from England, where he had won the 
King’s premium for five years, and was also 
a super-premium winner for three years.

10 o'clock Mrs. Brady came into the room 
where the witness was sitting,.and on being 
asked what was the reason of her evident dis. 
treas, replied that she had just taken a six- 
penny bottle of salts of lemon. Immediately 
afterwards it became necessary to have the 
woman removed to hospital, and life was 
already extinct when the house surgeon saw 
her. 

During the evidence of this witness, the 
husband broke down, and left the court utter- 
ing exclamations of distress. 


HEAVY FINE IN TURF SOCIETY 
CASE. 

William Ernest Irving. otherwise Harrison 
Ford, who was summoned in London yester- 
day for failing to furnish particulars required 
under the Registration of Business Names Act 
in relation to the Turf Protection Society, 
pleaded guilty, and was fined #00, with 50 
guineas costs, or in the alternative three 
months’ imprisonment.

Copies of the resolution were directed to be 
sent to the President of the Irish Free Siate, 
the Ministers for Local Government and Home 
Affairs, and to the Dublin Corporation. 

A proposal was made and approved that, 
steps should be taken to preserve plans and 
other drawings of historical interest and value, 
which at present may be in danger of being 
lost

HUSBAN ND'S - EVIDENCE, 


When the Bury restitution suit was con- 
tinued in the laden Court, London, yester- 
day, Major Ralph Frederick Bury, giving 
evidence, said that at the time of his marriage 
he had property and investments of an esti- 
mated total of £70,000. His gross income was 
about £2,000 a year from property, and about 
£1,600 a year earned at the Bar. His wife 
had an income of £3,000 a year. Before the 
marriage his wife took out an endowment 
poir y ior £20,000 

The witness, referring to allegations made 
by his wife, denied that he suffered from 
chronic and constitutional inability to speak 
the truth, or to keep his promise. He did not 
treat his wife as a nonentity in the house. She 
did not suffer through lack of fires in the 
house. In fact, she hunted two or three days 
a week 

He did tell her that she was running the 
house far beyond his means. Once after a 
visit to London and gaieties there, his wife 
came home overwrought. Then a housemaid 
went mad. His wife was in a very hysterical 
condition, and said that if she continued to 
live in the house she would get like the house- 
maid. 

His wife left the house before the child was 
born, and disappeared for seven weeks. When 
he visited the nursing home, where he found 
her after confinement, he kissed the baby, and 
his wife said; ‘‘Oh! that you should touch 
it.”” She then gave way and had what the 
doctor called protective hysteria. 

Later, Major Bury remarked that he had 
been so careful in consequence of detectives 
watching every step he took that he had not 
been with a single woman for five seconds 
since his wife left.

i the nation |

AMNESTY BILL. 
SENATE RECONSIDERS 
DELAYING ACTION. 


The first business was the consideration of 
he message from the Dail, dated ó0th 
January, 1923, as follows :— 

‘ Dail Eireann again desires the agree- 
ment of Seanad Eireann to the Indemnity 
(British Militery) Bill, 1923; and, while 
appreciating the reasons stated by Seanad 
Fireann for adjourning consideration of the 
bill, urges upon the Seanad that the object 
which both Houses have in view would be 
best attained by the speedy passage of the 
bill into law.” 

The Chairman said that there had been a 
certain amount of misunderstanding with re- 
gard to the position of this bill. As he 
understood the resolution passed by the 
Senate adjourned consideration of the bill— 
that, was, held up the bill, as it was entitled 
to do under the Constitution. If no further 
action was taken by the Senate during a 
period of 270 days, then the bill would auto- 
matically be law. | 

It had been stated in the Press that the 
bill was returned from the Senate to the 
Dail. That was a mistake. A message was 
sent by the clerk, informing the other House 
of their decision, but it was incorrect to state 
that the bill was returned. 

A message had now been received from the 
other House with reference to this bill, and 
as they had no standing orders, it seemed to 
him that the right course was to place the 
matter on the agenda. At the same time, if 
the Senate wished to act in accordance with 
the message received, it was necessary to give 
notice of motion for rescinding the previous 
motion, and for that purpose the assent of 
twenty senators wbuld Pe required. 


VIR. COSGRAVE’S ARGUMENTS. 

The President of the Dail intended to speak 
on the subject. 

Colonel nell thought that there should be 
no discussion on the matter that day, as the 
matter had been referred to the Standing 
Urders Committee. . 

The President of the Dail (Mr. W. T. Cos- 
grave) eaia that the Amnesty Bil) had been 
passed by the Dail in pursuance of a Procla- 
mat issued by .the late Commander-in- 

viel, General Michael Collins, in February, 
22, which stated that a Treaty had been 
ranged between the two Governments, and 
an amnesty of British prisoners who had 
mmitted acts of hostility ageinst the Irish 
people should take place. 

That was the spirit in which the Dail con; 
lered the bill—not as a matter of for 
inder a contract, or an agreement between 

side or the other, but rather as an act of 
grace, and something which, even if the 
tú side agreeing to this proposal in 
principle, did not act on it. At any rate, it 
could not be said that the Irish re resentatives 
did not perform their duty wit regard to 
those who had been their enemies in anything 
but in the spirit of the most perfect good-will 
‘od cerdial co-operation and work 
vards wiping out the bitterness and trouble 
that they had experienced during the pzst few 
Veart. 

lt was not any spirit of be 
caused the late Commander-in- 
that proclamation, and at the end of the dis- 
cussion in the Dail it could nob be said that 
they had traded on the act of the late Com: 
mander-in-Chief or of the late President, but 
had endeavoured to carry out in the spirit and

SPIRIT OF GOOD-WIELL.

There might be some 
misgiving in the minds of people that the 
British Government had not done all that,

It was in that spirit he recom- 
mended this appeal to the Senate; it was in 
that spirit he asked them to do this kind act 
of grace. 


COLONEL MOORE'S MOTION, 


Colonel Moore said that he had already 
tabled a resolution agreeing to the proposal 
to continue the discussion on the Amnesty 
Bill. The Government had taken it upon 
itself to carry this matter through, 
and he thought it would be wrong 
to continue to stand in the way. 
His resolution required the signatures 
of twenty members of the Senate, asking that 
the question of Amnesty might again come 
before the House. 

Colonel Moore said that he must take ex- 
ception to the President’s saying that the 
Senate had not as much interest in these pri- 
soners as the Dail. He thought that every 
member of the Senate was as fully entitled 
to take an interest in the Irish prisoners 
suffering in English jails. He had been 
interested in the question probably before the 
President was born, and he resented that his 
junior should say that he had no right to 
take an interest in this matter because he 
was a member of the Senate. 

Colonel Hutcheson Poé—I don't think the 
President said anything of the kind.

Colonel Moore said that if they were a 
separate State England bad no right to their 
prisoners, because they were keeping the pri- 
soners of & foreign State, and whether they 
were part of a United Kingdom or a separate 
kingdom, England had no right to keep these 
prisoners. hen two countries bai 
separated each was entitled to ita prisoners.

Sir Nugent Everard said that he thought

did more fully represent popular feeling taan 
did the Senate. 
" Mr. J. T..O'Farre!! said that they were all 
anxious to eliminate from memory the old 
state of things, so that the new State nignt 
not be poisoned by tainted air from the past. 
He thought that if some statement had been 
made on behalf of the Government when the 
bill was introduced, then the decision Sn the 
last occasion would have been different. 

He could not understand why England was 
clinging on to a few prisoners, but in view 
of the remarks made by the President that 
it was his opinion, and that of the Govern- 
ment, that the best interests of these men 
would be served by the passing of theInc ity 
Bill, he thought that the Senate should not 
continue to hold up this bill.

WITHHOLDING OF THE GRANT 
ee CONDEMNED. 


. Mz, . Farren.. .movéd:—*' That the Senate 
views with great concern and surprise the 
decision of the Goverr ment to withhold tue 
hotising grant’ from the Dublin Corporation, 
And. requests. the Governmefit to reconsider 
the question with a view to rescindin” their 
dectsiam’” ~~ « 

He’ said that he had Been amazed when he 
read t! t the Government had come to this 
derision *¢ the Government had riven t! 
question the consideration it deserved, they 
wotild not. have come to such a hastv decision. 
Those who were éonversant with housing con- 
ditions in the country could not but view the 
Government's decision with amazement, . 

He referred tothe report of the Commission 
on ‘Housing “óf 1908, and said that the report 
disclosed an awfu} state of affairs. which 
shocked everybody. That report proved con- 
clusively that 20,000 people in the City of 
Dublin were living in rooms and houses unfit 
for hnman habitation. i 

TERRIBLE HOUSING CONDITIONS. 

The Commission made certain recommenda, 
| tions, which, frém one cata: of another, no 
serious effort was made te deal with. For 
ten years the Dublin Corporation bad been 
doing something to remedy this state of 
affairs, and the Government during that period 
had used every endeavour that human in- 
genuity ‘could devise to hamper them. 
Fourteen thotsand people were living In 
the city in one-roomed habitations, in which 
there could be no respect for morality nor for 
decency. 

He suggested that if they wanted to have 
good citizens they could ‘not permit such con- 
ditions to exist. The housing conditions in 
Dublin were responsible for its abnorma! death 
rate. 

The President had done more than one 
man’s part in endeavouring to solve the ques- 
tion. He knew that for many years as a 
member of the Corporation the President had 
dealt. with it. in no half-hearted way. 

The President got the. Government to make 
an allocation of £1,000,000 for housing, out of 
which Dublin would have been entitled to 
£400,000. The Housing Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation had made every effort to dea) with 
this delayed proposition, and had got every- 
thing in apple-pie order, only to find them- 
selves in this situation. 

If sixteen members of the Corporation did 
something wrong, they were the only people 
who-should be held responsible. Surely it was 
not right to visit their sins on the unfortunate 
people who were rotting in theslums’? This was 
not an act of Gavernment; it was more like a 
reprisal. 

There were 3.000 or 4,000 men unemployed 
in the building trade. 

UNTRIED PRISONERS. . 

There were many other ways of dealing with 
the situation cansed by the Corporation a de- 
cision to make allowances to the dependents of 
untried prisoners. That position had been wil- 
fully misrepresented. If prisoners who were 
in custody were tried and found guilty the 
allowances would cease. Fifty-five employés 
of the Corporation had been arrested and 
fifteen had been ‘released. If those fifteen were 
inneeent, he ventured to say others might also 
be found to have ‘been innocent. One would 
imagine from reading the newspapers that any 
prisoner who signed a certaip paver wou'd be 
immediately released. He wished to say that 
such was not the fact. 

He had there a letter from a boy aged 16}, 
written to hia mother on 17th November, 
stating that he had signed the required form, 
that he had never been a member of any 
organisation, and that be expected to be re- 
leased: «That boy was stil! in custody. 

That showed: that’ the signing of the form 
did net mean | : i 

As to the merits of the decision ef the Cor- 
poration, he was not: going to argue; but he 
believed that the Government had made a 
great Mistake in coming to such a hasty 
decision on such an important matter. " 

Mr. McPartland seconded. 


WRECKING THE CITY. 

Mrs, Wyse Power. said that she stated at 
the Corporation that if 'any of the employés 
vigned thé document, and the Government re- 
tused to release them, she would change her 
decision. They had no knowledge of any of 
the employés, except 15 who had been re- 
jeaséd, havihg signed the paper. .Mr. Farren 
had exaggerated matters, because everything 
was being prepared so as to be ready when 
the grant would be received.

NENAGH WORKHOUSE RAID. 

The speaker then referred to. the. destruc- 
tion of Nenagh Workhouse, It had happened 
at 4.50 a.m. but it was 6.30 o'clock before 
the soldiers arrived, although it was enly ten 
minutes’ walk from their posts When the 
Army, for which they were paying dearty, 
conducted its business in that way, was it 
any wonder that the present state of affairs 
continued? One of the principal reasons for 
the existing conditions was the absolute in- 
competency of the Army charged with the 
protection of the nation. 

Another senator said that he was sure that 
House would be careful about lecturing the 
Government of the day on what they had done 
or were doing. The motion before thé House 
amounted to a vote of censure oh the Govern- 
ment. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that-she had thought 
that Mr, Farren would have had sufficient 
common-sense to withdraw his resolution. The 
discussion had now travelled far, and she had 
decided to withdraw her amendment. 

The consent of the House was given for the 
withdrawal. 

Mr, Farren, replying to the criticism of the 
House, said that he was still convinced that 
the Government's action was a mistake.

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SHERIFFS’ NEW AND: FAR- 
REACHING POWERS. 

The Chairman took the chair at 5.15 p.m. 
yesterday in the Dail. . 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. McGrath) asked leave to introduce the 
Statutory Undertakings (Continuance of 
Charges) Bill, 1923, which was a bill to 
authorise certain statutory undertakings io 
Saorstat Eireann to continue temporarily the 
increases authorised under recent statutes 
in the statutory charges made by such under- 
takings respectively, and for other purposes 
connected therewith. He said that the bill 
would apply to tramways, harbours, canals 
and inward navigation. After the European 
War Acts were passed by the BritishParliament 
to enable the British Minister of Transport 
to authorise temporary increases in the charges 
that were then being made. The orders made 
at that time would expire on the 15th of this 
month and, having regard to the present con- 
ditions, it was proposed by this bill to enable 
the Government to carry on as at present. 
The bill might properly be dcoceibad as an 
emergency measure to enable the Government 
to carry on during the next twelve months.

‘The World’s Crisis. 


We print to-day the first of a series of 


articles by the Right Hon. Winston 
Churchill, which will appear eventually 
in book form. Since the war many of the 
leading statesmen of the world have pub- 
lished their memoirs. Some of them have 
been of interest ; some of them have been 
dull; in some of them the authors have 
adopted the réle of apologists for their 
own conduct, and have wearied their 
readers with self-adulation: Mr. Churchill’s 
work is unlike any other war book that 
has appeared. He is a brilliant writer— 
his “Life” of his father is arhong the best 
biographies of our day—and while, natur- 
ally enough, he seeks to explain his own 
part in the war in the most favourable 
light, he does not try to extenuate any- 
thing, and sets down nothing in malice. 
Most people are sick of the war and all 
its horrors; they want to forget it. In 
Mr. Churchill's . remarkable natrative, 
however, eyen they will find much to 
interest them, and to revive their pride in 
a great achievement. By the instalment 
which. we publish to-day Irishmen of all 
parties will be reminded of those exciting 
days in 1914 when the fate of this country 
was hanging in the balance. Settlement of 
our age-old problem was almost in sight 
when fate intervened and Ireland was 
forgotten in Armageddon. Much water 
has flowed ander Irish bridges since that 
time. The whole course of our country’s 
history has been changed, and to-day. we 
are still on the threshold of a new era, 
which holds great promise and some peril. 
Mr. Winston Churchill is one of the men 
who made the Free State possible. After 
the signing of the Irish Treaty he was 
entrusted with the care of tho Free State 
Bill in the British House of Commons, 
and with his 
enthusiasm for the great experiment, had 
much to do with its sucecessiul passage. 
Irishmen, like find 
things in Mr. Churchill 's story with which 
they will be to disagree; no 
politician is perfect, and he is a politician 
par excellence. Yet the harshest critic of 
his war record must recognise the sincerity 
and the high patriotism of the man, Mr. 
Churchill made many mistakes, but he 
is not alone in that respect. His wonder- 
ful energy and his unbounded zeal added

The review of the state of Northern 
Ireland which we publish to-day from a 


Special Correspondent—a thoroughly com- | 


petent and impartial observer—is most 
encouraging. The North has emerged from 
a period of exceptional difficulty with 
great credit. A year ago it was rent 
with disorder. Political and sectarian 
passions were in flood, and murder and 
counter-murder, sabotage and_ reprisal 
exacted a frightful toll. Trade was in 
the trough of depression and the rol] of 
the unemployed was equal to, if it did not 
exceed, that of any other part of the 
United Kingdom. To-day, thanks largely 
to the efficiency of the police force and the 
firm, but impertial, administration of the 
law, Belfast and the Six Counties enjoy 
the blessings of peace, and trade and 
industry’ show a distinct improvement. 
Unemployment, it is true, still is a formid- 
able problem, but every week 
slight, but steady, decrease in the number 
of men in search of work. Take the ship- 
building trade. Although they must com- 
pete with firms which possess such power- 
ful advantages as supplies of coal and 
iron near at hand, the two great concerns 
on the Lagan are in a much better position 
than some of those on the Clyde and the 
Tyne. With the restoration of order 
political passions have subsided, and to-day 
an applicant for work need pass no other 
test than that of skill at his job, Many 
of the expelled workers have returned to 
the yards and are working in harmony 
with the men who attacked them two years 
ago. The others will be reabsorbed in 
the industry as the orders increase. The 
whole scheme of settlement. is working as 
smoothly and as rapidly as possible ; and 
that is as it should be. The spectre of 
want still haunts the home of many a 
worker in the linen mills, but even ‘here 
trade is on the upward path and the 
opportunities for employment are in- 
creasing. -Linen lost its grip upon the 
world’s markets during the war, when all 
the mills in Ulster worked night and day 
in order to supply the Royal Air Force 
with “wings,” and the position of the 
trade has been complicated by the chaotic 
state of Russia. To-day the average 
housewife regards pure linen goods as 
luxuries beyond her means, and the trade 
cannot recover its former prosperity before 
the costs of production have been reduced, 
and an extensive campaign of advertising 
has convinced the public of the world that 
linen goods are worth more than cotton 
goods. Already the Trade Facilities Act 
has proved a boon, and, with the assist- 
ance of the Government, many fruitful 
works have been begun. Our Belfast 
Correspondent reports to-day an event of 
first-class importance. The majority of 
the Irish coalfields always have been re- 
garded as a snare for the enterprising 
with money to lose, and the report of the 
Commission which sat a few years ago 
seemed to support this view. Despite dis- 
couraging reports, however, Sir Samuel 
Kelly has persevered in his attempts to 
develop the County Tyrone coalfields, and 
now he is within sight of success. . A 
shaft has been sunk to a depth of 620 feet, 
and five “promising’? seams have been 
discovered. Four, it is said, will yield 
good house coal and the other steam coal 
of superior quality, —“ Millidns of tons,” 
says our Correspondent, “can. be raised 
without difficulty.” If this be true, it 
means that the Northern industries will 
be placed on the same footing as those of 
Great Britain and that an era of increased 
prosperity is at hand.

Dublin University. 


Yesterday a deputation from the Univor- 
sity. of Dublin presented an address» of 
welcome to the Governor-General of the 
Irish Free. State. This address was to 
have been presented to His Excellency 
immediately ‘after the approval. of his 
appointment by the King; but, in defer- 
ence to his wishes, the University authori- 
ties postponed the graceful ceremony 
until yesterday. All good Irishmen will 


him for the time 
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applaud the sentiments of the address. 
The ancient University, which has played 
such a decisive part in the moulding 
of Irish history for more than three 
hundred years, assures the Governor- 
General: of its “constant support,” and 
declares its “earnest desire to assist all 
Irishmen of good-will in the endeavour to 
promote the peace, honour, and prosperity 
of Ireland.” Mr. Healy’s reply pays a 
graceful tribute to the spirit of Trinity 
College. “You refused,” he says, “to 
look on with suspicion, or to show any 
sign of apprehension, but ranged your- 
selves at once, without aloofness or in- 
decision, on the side of the majority of the 
Irish nation. Your representatives have 
been foremost among those zealous to 
make the laws of our newly constituted 
Legislature respected, and are earnest in 
watchfulness that its proceedings should 
be elevated to a height worthy of the 
dignity of the State.” Every son of 
Trinity College will welcome this compli- 
ment. Throughout the centuries Dublin 
University has been the homé of Irish 
culture. Its sons have carried Lrish ideals 
and Irish traditions to the ends of the 
earth, and wherever they have gone they 
have done credit to the land which gave 
them birth. Trinity College is a royal 
foutidation, and always hag been loyal to 
the Crown. Yet when the great political 
change of December, 1921, opened a new 
chapter in our country’s history the Board 
of Trinity College immediately requested 
the representatives of the University in 
the Imperial Parliament to give their 
full support to the Treaty. By that 
act of faith Trinity College upheld its 
finest traditions and gained the respect 
and gratitude of Irishmen of every class. 
It threw in its lot with the new Ireland, 
which it is ready to serve with the same 
steadfastness as it served the old. In the 
past artificia] barriers, which were not of 
Trinity’s making, may have interfered 
with the full development of the 
University's powers. Now all barriers 
have been broken down and Trinity 
College is at Ireland’s service. In the 
building of the new Ireland it has an im- 
portant part to play. Already its repre- 
sentatives have made its influence felt in 
the Nationa) Parliament. Throughout the 
country its graduates are working quietly, 
but effectively, for Ireland's good, and its 
example of broad-minded and enlightened 
toleration has done much to kill old pre- 
judices in our midst. Trinity College has 
a glorious record of national achievement ; 
but the days of its greatest triumph lie 
ahead.

The American Presidency. 


Already the hustings are being cleared 
for the next Presidential election in the 
United States, and the fight promises to 
be exceptionally keen. Mr. Harding has 
been nominated for a second term of office, 
and his opponents have compiled a for- 
midable list of his sins of commission and 
omission in the hope that it will bring 
the Republican banner to the dust. The 
President, it is true, has not fulfilled his 
election promises. Splendid isolation was 
one of the chief planks in his programme. 
Europe was to be left to grope in the 
darkness of bankruptcy, the League of 
Nations was to remain a fleshless and 
bloodless skeleton while America hugged 
the world’s supply of gold to her bosom 
and strove to get more. That, in effect, 
was the cry with which Doctor Wilson 
was swept out of office. When he went 
to the White House, however, Mr. Harding 
found that Europe's needs could not be 
ignored. They choked the American trade 
machine, raised the price of the dollar to 
a prohibitive level, and made the store of 
gold almost as useless ag it would be to 
& thirsty traveller in the Sahara. Thue 
Mr. Harding was forced to intervene. 
Technically, America stands aloof from 
European politics, but’ actually she has 
taken an active and important part in 
every development of the last two years. 
Her “observer,’” for instance, has been 
one of the powers behind the Lausanne 
Treaty. Both Lord Curzon and M. 
Bompard have: sought his advice, and on 
the few occasions that Ismet Pasha’s 
obstinacy was swept away by a wave of 
argument and rhetoric the “observer “ 
usually represented the crest of the wave. 
Both the Republicans and the Democrats 
must recognise by this time that a policy 
of aloofness is not practical. The 
wealthiest country in. the world must 
help ‘other countries for her own sake. 
and especially those that were im- 
poverished by the struggle against a 
common enemy.

ULSTER’S OUTLOOK. 
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Peace and Improving Trade.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

Whatever may be his other shortcomings the 
Ulsterman has never been accused of a passion 
for politics.. While the Union subsisted he 
was well content to let Westminster do his 
governing for him, while he bent his energies 
to the more serious businese of turning out 
Olympice and damask tablecloths. For reasons 
which have been advanced too frequently to 
need repetition he drew the line at entrust- 
ing his political destinies to Dublin, “with 
the result that in course of time he tound 
himself unexpectedly called upon to do a 
little light governing for himself. 

rhe prospect lid not armde him, but he 
andertook what he found to be an inevitable 
task with all the combined caution and efh- 
that distinguishes his commercial 
While other. European nations re- 
garded self-government as an invitation to 
make politics their bueiness the lsterman 
proceeded to make business his politics. In 
the matter of selecting the various pilots and 
helmsmen for: his ship of state this was not a 
difficuit matter since there were no, or at any 
rate few, politicians panting to rush in here 
the men of affairs were none too anxious to 
tread mo if comes that nearly every 
member oí the Northern Cabinet is a man 
of wealth financial experience and high stand- 
ng in the business community, the type of 
man that the world refers to as “ successful.” 

Nor has officé isolated them as it does the 
statesmen of o!der historic régimes 
ail enshrouded the belief that 
Cabinet Ministers are a race apart, super- 
intellects who are never wrong except for 
the formal purposes of Parliamentary oppost- 
tion. These Northern Ministers are atill 
human, very accessible and with no aire of 
the sphinx “or the oracle. As one Belfast 
merchant put it to me: ** They always: have 
time for you. If they did not we wonld 
not have time for them.” In one respect 
they are lucky. [he task of having to enfier 
fools gladiy dees fall to the Northern 
Cabinet to any marked extent. The North 
has ILS difficult people hike every other com 
munity, but the time-waster and word 
spiller are a breed that do é, prosper in its 
exigious climate.

Restoring Order. 


The North had no difficulty in deciding 
upon the kind of men wanted for its 
Ministers, or in getting them to accept ofhce, 
but when it came to the question of getting 
down to work on a “ business as usual ' basis 
there were lions in the path. The restoration 
of order was the first job to be tackled. 

The cjtizens were given to understand that 
while the Specials could do a good deal, they 
must also do a good deal for themselves. 
Owners of buildings were given arms for their 
dootkeepers and night watchmen. Dwellers 
in districts or houses likely to be attacked 
were given permits to carry firearms, pro 
vided it, was amply clear that they were not 
the sort of persons that might take a notion 
to sally forth and exercise a Little private 
threcklichkett on the opposing faction. With 
this a rigorous and impartial justice was ad- 
ministered 

The belief prevails among a good many 
people in the South that condicn punishment 
ie reserved in Belfast for the Roman Catholic, 
while the Orange gunman is slapped mildly 
on the wrist, and told that patriotism must 
not be carried to excess. A brief study of 
the criminal records will dispel this illusion. 
At the present moment there is in Beliast 
Jail a large number of meu about to undergo 
sentences which involve the “cat” for deeds 
of armed violence. About half of these are 
Roman Catholics and the other half Pro- 
testants. One might say that half are Sinn 
Fein Republicans and half Orange loyalists, 
were it not that this would be applying re 
spectable political tities to men who are very 
much “thugs,” and very little of anything 
else. 


Free from Crime. 


‘lo-day the North is almost free from crimes 
of politica] violence, and the reason is that the 
man who starts using a gun either to drive 
bome his opinions or fill his pockets runs a 
ten to one chance of being shot down himself 
either by a policeman, if there is one abont, 
or by the fitst law-abiding citizen that 
happens along. 

Having taken successful steps to restore 
peace in its territories the Northern Govern- 
ment and Parliament passed to the more 
difficult problem of restoring prosperity to its 
markets and. work to its mills and vards. 
Iig most constructive piece of legjsiation in 
this connection has héen the Trade Facilities 
Act, which enabled the Government to guar- 
antee loans made to firms and corporations— 
of course, in suitable cases—for constructive 
work, This not only made it possible for the 
money to be borrowed at a lower rate of in- 
terest than would otherwise have 
possible, but in many cases where no loan 
could have been made at al! 

The argument in favour of the “arrangement 
was simple but conclusive “Every pound 
of. this money guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment,’ it was urged, * helps to increase em 
ployment, and so take men and women off 
the dole wht h the (rovernment is at pre- 
sent paying. Not only are our people kept 
to the work habit, instead of being inoculated 
with ‘the dole habit, but the few hundred 
thousand pounds that the Government might 
have to find as the result of its guarantee is 
more than balanced by the actual cash pay- 
menta it saves: on the dole.” The 
Act went into and, as a result a 
very substantial amount of constructive 
harbour and road work and some private 
building also has been begun. The erection 
of artisans’ dwellings is also being planned 
on an extensive scale, and a large number of 
such houses are already well under way. 
Altogether, several thousand will, it is ex- 
pected, be put to work—work of an immediate 
value to the community in almost every case— 
by this means. 


Trade Outlook, 


Unemployment, however, is still rife in 
Ulster, though not more so than in other 
industrial centres. Over 20 per cent. of the 
261,000 Northern workers covered by the Un 
employment Insurance Acts are stif] drawing 
the dole, the figures for January showing 
practically no change from last year. About 
fis e-eights of this number are in Belfast. Ihe 
biggest per of unemployed are shown 
by the shipbuilding and the building and con- 
struction trades. The latter industry will 
shortly be relieved to a noticeable extent by 
work, largely municipal, undertaken pursuant 
to the Trades Facilities Acts. 

The shipbuilding industry is improving 
slowly but steadily. All the ships upon which 
work was suspended by the owners are now 
out of the way but one. Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff have 150,000 tons of new ships on 
the stocks and three Jarge liners completing 
at the wharves. Messrs. Workman and 
Clark have seven vessels in hand. The figures 
are not al] that Belfast would like, but thev 
show an improvement on last year, and the 
total tonnage in hands at Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff's easily surpasses that of any other 
firm in the United Kingdom. Work, how- 
ever, has still to be found for some 12.000 
men before the personne! of the shipyards te 
fully employed. , 

The conditions of the linen industry were 
very fully considered in an article in the 
Irish Pimes on January 29th from its Belfast 
Correspondent, and do not need restating 
except in a general way. The prospect is, 
frankly, not too good, and the spinners and 
weavers are well content that the position, if 
Mb 6 not improving, is getting mo worse, 
The condition is one that time alone can heal. 
Linen is largely a luxury trade. Only when 
prices are low will the public buy in extensive 
quantities, and the IR cannot be low until 
heavier euppiies of flax are forthcoming. 

or some reason the Irish farmers grow less 
and less willing to cultivate flax. Lhey 
regard it as a risky crop, because it involves 
so much labour—an expensive commodity in 
lreland—and there is always the chance of an 
unexpectedly large or low-priced supply 
coming from the baltic and compelling the 
Irish farmer to sell at little or no profit. Why 
the weavers who want yarns and the spinners 
who want. flax do not band ether and 
grow their own flax often gon EEA stranger 
as a mystery. The explanation is that they 
live in the hope of getti enough flax out 
of the Baltic provinces and Russia for their 
needs st prices at which they could not 
expect to grow it themselves. This, inci. 
dentally, also explains why the Irish farmer

The Tarkish Commander at Smyrna, act- 
mg on the orders of the Angora Govern- 
ment, has ordered the Allied warships in the 
harbour there to-leave. 

In his. first communication, he said that 
the vessels—the British battleship Calypso, 
and the French cruiser Ernest Renan—must 
leave before midnight last night. Later, 
he said that they must leave by. sunset. He 
added that he had orders. to enfarce the with- 
drawal if the commanders of the vessels did 
not obey the Tarkish order. 

Telegraphing late last night, -Reuter’s Con: 
stantinople Correspondent said that the 
vessels had not left. 

The commanders of the Warships at once 
communicated with their respective High 
Commissioners. in Constantimoplé; who con- 
ferred together, and then addressed a strong 
Note to the Kemalist representative m Con- 
stantinople, warning him that the entire 
responsibility for any act of hostility would 
devolve on the, Kenvalist Government. 

At the same time, the commanders of the 
warships at Smyrna were instructed to in- 
form the Turkish Military Commander that 
the matter is being discussed between the 
High Commissioners and the Angora Govern- 
ment,. and that responsibility for any act of 
hostility would rest with the Turks. 


WHOLLY UNJUSTIFIABLE. 
Reuter’s Agency learns that in responsible 
quarters in London the Turkish demands for 
all foreign ‘warsliips to “leave Smyrna ts 
wholly unjustifiable.

ORDERED TO REMAIN. 

The warships at Smyrna fave been. ordered 
to remain there until their captains. receive 
instructions from their Governments to leave. 
The time limit that the Turks have set has 
already passed. 

According to information from independent 
sources the entrance to the harbour at Smyrna 
has been mined since the Mudania Conven- 
tion was signed, and that the only channel 
free brings ateamera to within a few vards of 
a coastal hattery. 

The French Consul has asked permission to 
embark the French colony at Smyrna, owing 
to the threatening situation.—({Reuter.)

floor. This, in fact, has been going on inter- 
mittently. Then there is the problem of tbe 
so-called annexe. 

You. have been informed. of the general 
nature of the annexe, which is a eecond «part- 
ment opening out of the present chamber, and 
absolutely packed with objects yet untouched. 
The only present access to this apartment is 
as gmail hole close to the beams atill half 
concealed by the eole remaining Royal couch 
This hole was made by robbers, and is larye 
enough to admit the head and shoulders of 
a man. 

The only view of the interior of this apart- 
ment yet obtained has been by thost 
privileged few, who have been permitted to 
crawl under the couch, and. put. their 
heads through the hole, holding .an clectric 
bulb in the hand. The floor of this inner annexe 
is some feet lower than the outer chamber, 
gO that a person who is looking In gazes 
down on the whole area of the floor below. 


CROWDED WITH TREASURE. 

hat crowded from wall to: wall 
with objects of more or leas beauty and value. 
In general, these articles are simaller than 
those found in the outside chamber, but 
opinions differ as to whether they are more 
beautiful and more precious or not. 

All agree, however, that this apartment 
alone contains a more bewildering collection 
of stuff—much of which is, unquestionably, of 
great beauty—than that lightéd on in ans 
previous discovery. 

The problem of getting the things .out of 
this annexe is most serious. The robbers in 
making their hole pushed the stones inwards 
instead of pulling them ouf, and it is known 
that the stones fell on and crashed some of 
the articles. The floor below is so crowded 
that there is no clear space for asvone to step 
down. Somehow, presumably, the hole must 
be carefully enlarged, and sufficient articles 
must be lifted and brought out to make sufh- 
cient space in which to stand. 


THE WORK OF MONTHS. 

Through this hole, now that the outer cham- 
ber is open, some air must be leaking into 
the annexe. low much harm is it doing ? 
Considering only the strictly archwological 
and scientific aspect, ought not this chamber 
to be cleared before opening the sealed door 
of the inner chamber, behind which as least 
things are as irom the action of the 
atmesphere as have been for three 
thousand years ° this will be the work 
of months. 

Lord Carnarvon and Mr. Carter are only 
human. Daily that Sphinx-like sealed door, 
with its twin guardian images of the King, 
stares them in the face, and they have already 
amazingly curbed their curiosity. 

They must also in some degree consider the 
rest of the world, and from present symptoms, 
as conveyed im letters, teletrams, etc., it 
seems that. half the world will go mad from 
sheer suspense if the crucial step is much 
longer postponed. 

One should add to all these the further 
consideration that the present laboratory in 
the tomb of Seti II. is full to overflowing. 
They cannot go annexing all the tombs in the 
valley indefinitely as workshops. 

There is already visible through that hole 
more stnff than can possibly he stored any- 
where, until the present contents of the labora 
torv have been sent to Cairo, and what is. to 
be done with them when they arrive in Cairo 
no one seems to know. 

Never, surely, was there such an embarrass- 
nent of riches, and one sympathises with Lord 
Carnarvon in his difficulty.

THE COLOGNE GARRISON. 


The Davy Express says :~Events in the 
Ruhr, and especially in the area of British 
occupation at Cologne, emphasises the urgent 
necessity of withdrawing the British garri- 
son. The presence of our gafriso~ hampers 
our French Allies in that businccs of debt 
collecting which they are now pursuing, — ¥ 
methods in which the British Government has 
been unable to concur. Only the tact of the 
military commanders on the spot avoids 
serious friction, while the passage of troops 
and material through the Cologne area has 
been found so unsatisfactory that arrange- 
ments have been made to divert them ria 
Dusseldorf. - Happily, there is: increasing 
evidenee that the first flood of sentimental 
exuberance in favour of maintaining our 
garrison is giving place in responsible minds 
to a more just appreciation of the position.

The great interest of this rests on the fol- 
lowing historical facts. We have good evidence 
that tomb robbing went on immediately after 
Tutankhamen’s time, and it was then that the 
present tomb suffered. 

These robberies during the eighteenth and 
early nineteenth dynasties, however, were 
mere petty pilfering comparee with the 
systematic plundering which continued, 
perhaps, for centuries after the collapse of the 
Empire, when the restraints of the law and of 
a strong authority were removed. 

It is this late wholesale plundering which 
practically emptied nearly all the tombs 
hitherto discovered, and this tomb. of 
Tutankhamen escaped. | 

Examination of the seals is sufficiently 
laborious, because they are very numerous, 
and the interposition of other objects has 
made inspection difficult. The seals also were 
very badly applied, apparently, being done 
hastily, without. proper. dusting to prevent 
adhesion. Consequently the face of the plaster 
has generally come away with the die, and 
the impressions are very imperfect. 

Careful collation, however, shows the results 
stated above. 

King Tutankhamen’s tomb alone, as far as 
we know, among those of. the old - Kings did 
not suffer from the wholesale plundering 
which began about 1100 B.C., and it has been 
undisturbed for nearly three thousand 
years. It can have escaped only because 
the robbers did not know its location.—

REFUGEES’ CLAIMS. 


SUFFERINGS OF IRISH 
LOYALISTS. 
LORD CARSON’S APPEAL 
TO ENGLAND.

From Ovr Own Corresponvenr. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

‘I cannot believe that politics are ao foul 
or politicians such hypocrites that they will 
not now do what is right and ‘just, and insist 
once more that British honour, even in dealing 
with the South and West of Ireland, should 
be the paramount factor in the lives of every 
Government. ”’ 

So said Lord Carson to-day in Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, at a meeting in connection with 
Irish compensation claims, when he moved the 
following resolution, which was seconded by 
the Karl of Arran :— 

‘That this meeting desires most earnestly 
to cal] the attention of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to the sufferings and hardships caused to 
his subjects by reason of the delay in dealing 
with, and payment of, the compensation to 
which they are entitled by reason of the 
malicious destruction and loss of their honses, 
properties, and business in Ireland, and im- 
plores His Majesty's Government to take all 
such steps as may be necessary to procure an 
immediate settlement. and payment of such 
claims. ”’ 

Sir William Davison, M.P., who presided, 
said that it was a remarkable meeting—a 
meeting of British citizens who were refugees 
from their homes. In the old days it used to 
be a source of protection to anyone to be a 
British citizen However poor, weak, or 
lowly, if a British citizen in any part of the 
world got into trouble, or was molested, either. 
pexsonally or in his property, he had only to 
use the magic formula, “Í am a British 
eitizen,’’ and he was sure that the might of 
England would see that his wrongs were 
righted, and that no injustice was done to 
him. 

He was sorry to say that that pride in 
British citizenship was not so strong at the 
present time. . “ In fact,” the Chairman con- 
tinned, “many of you Irish loyalists here 
today who are refugees from your homes 
might almost be inclined to wish we were 
Belman refugees or Greek refugees or Austrian 
peasants or business men, and then we should 
he certain of getting large sums placed at our 
disposal, both from public sources as well 
as from private. Unfortunately, however, you 
are only British citizens!” 

The Chairman indicated that 
claims amounted to about £10,000,0 
post-Truce claims, some little time ago, 
amounted to £30,000,000. The British 
Government had assumed _responsibility— 
moral responsibility--for securing the pay- 
ment of compensation, and it was incumbent 
upon them that afternoon to adopt some sort 
of provedure to make the British Government 
realise that they looked to them to secure 
justice at once in respect of the claims which 
had now remained outstanding so long. 


LORD CARSON, 


Lord Carson, when he rose to speak, was 
given an enthusiastic reception. He said that 
that meeting made him sad to the bottom of 
his heart. The only crime which couid be 
laid to their charge was their faithfulness, 
loving endurance and loyalty, and they de- 
manded from the British Government that 
they should not be punished for their loyalty. 
Englishmen should feel in their hearts the 
utmost depth of degradation, but, unfor- 
tunately, the line which had been taken in 
England was this: “ Let us keep back from 
the people the realities of the sufferings of 
the loyal subjects in Ireland, let us put our 
beaks in the sand and imagine that nothing 
is happening, and Jet us go about our business 
and attend to something else.” 


THE MIDNIGHT TREATY, 

Lord Carson said he wondered if Mr. Lioyd 
George considered what his signing of the 
midnight Treaty had caused, not only in 
blood, but im injustice, in desperation, in 
poverty, in misery, and in untold sufferings 
Hie feared not. He signed the Treaty, and 
then hé went out of office, but had no re- 
sponsibility. Sufferings might be what they 
might, but, thank God, he had had a good 
holiday. É 

Lord Carson characterised what was now 
going on in Ireland as absolute confiscation 
from one end of the land to the other. Ire- 
land was in a state of financial bankruptcy 
and economic anarchy, which made it impbs- 
sible for the Free State Government to meet 
the claims. It was no good for Mr. Bonar 
Law to advise them to have patience and that 
all things would be put right. The British 
Government wanted to make a fresh start. 
He said that it was quite right that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer should meet our 
debt to America, but he should take the 
same step with the same seal to deal with 
the claims of loyal Irishmen, and if the 
Government did soit would redound through- 
out the Empire to their credit. 

On the motion of Mr. H. V. Macnamara, 
seconded hy Colonel Moloney, the following 
were appointed to form a deputation to wait 
upon the Prime Minister and the Seeretary 
of State for the Colomes to submit the reso)u- 
tion passed by the meeting :—Lord Carsén, 
Lord Arran, Sir William Davison, and Mr.

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AIR MAIL SERVICE. 
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APPEAL FOR GOVERNMENT 
ACTION, 

Presiding at yesterday’s resumed proceed- 
ings of the Air Conference at the Guildhall, 
the Duke of Sutherland, Under-Secretary for 
Air, said that ayiation nad one of the strongest 
claims for consideration by the Government, 
and they looked hopefully to a sympathetic 
pohey being laid down and to a great future 
for the industry. 

Mr. Holt Thomas said that he could not see 
how the Navy could do without airships. He 
did not want to sec aeroplanes robbed of any 
funds available, but he was al] in favour of 
any scheme which would bring airships along. 

Referring to Genera! Brancker’s paper, re- 
ported in the Avenmg Standard vesterday, 
he said that the first question they had to con- 
sider was what civil aviation would really do 
for British industry. Was it any good or was 
it not? At the present moment they paid a 
good deal of attention to passengers—in his 
opinion, quite wrongly. 

His view had always been that they must 
not depend upon passengers, but that they 
rhould see to what utility they could put a 
form of transport which hed become a 
thoroughly practical one. 

On the question of an Imperial Air Service, 
Mr Thomas said that the money to be found 
per annum by the mother country would be 
very small, because every one of the great 
overseas Dominions would be perfectly willing 
to help any great service from one part of the 
Empire to the other. 

Mr. Holt Thomas then moved a resolution 
ealling upon the Government to give imme- 
diate consideration to the foundation of an 
sir mail throughout the Empire. The resolu- 
tion was carried. 

Lord Gorell, formerly Under Secretary for 
Air, agreed with Mr. Holt Thomas as to the 
undesirability of laying too much etreas on 
passenger traffic. More importance should be 
attached to the transport of goods, 

Admiral Mark Kerr said that the other da 
we spent 2£16,000,000 on two ships which 
would probably never go into action, but 
£10,000,000 of that money would have put us 
sale in the air. ‘“‘Frighten the people of 
this country.’’ he counselled, “and let them 
frighten the Government.”’ 

Major-General Sefton Brancker, replying to 
the debate referring to the Paris Air Service, 
said :—' I have been dancing in London at 
2 a.m. and presiding at an International Con- 
ference in Paris at 10 a.m. the same day. 
We can only do that by aeroplane.”

TYRONE COAL. 


FIVE NEW SEAMS 
FOUND. 


From Our Betrast CORRESPONDENT. 

Dévelopment work is now proceeding, with 
promising results, in the Tyrone coal field, 
through the enterprise of Sir Samuel Kelly, 
K.B.E., the leading coal importer and ghip- 
owner in Belfast. A number of new seams 
have been discovered and further shafts are 
being sunk.. Judging from the results aireody 
achieved, Belfast and the induftrial North is 
on the eve of acquiring at ‘ite ov. door an 
abundant supply of coal for steam and house- 
hold purposes. The importance of this will be 
fully recognised whew it is remembered that 
the amount of coal impo fron Great 
Britain through the Port of Belfast last year 
was 1,175,864 tons, while, in addition, large 
supplies arrived via Londonderry, Larne, 
Bangor, Newry, Coleraine, Carrickfergus, and 
other ports, 

Next to the Castlecomer coal area in 
Queen's County, the Tyrone coal fields in the 
vicinity of Coalisland have long been regarded 
as the most promising area for development in 
Ireland. Mr. Edward Hull, late Ditector of 
Geological Survey of Ireland, stated: ‘‘ There 
undoubtedly exists in the Coalisiand district a 
supply of coal which, if fully exploited, would 
nearly have sufficient coal for the important 
factories of the prosperous section of Ireland. 
Tyrone coal field -has special advantages for 
working, lying to the north of the flourishing 
town of Dungannon. The coal] is bituminous. 
There are several thick seams, about ten in 
all, workable, and the Ulster Canal places 
the district of Coalisland in connection with 
Lough Neagh. About half a century ago a 
large colliery, working a four-feet seam of 
coal, was opened, but water broke into the 
mine, and it was closed.” 

In 1905 Mr. Hull, in his report to the Royal 
Coal Commission, stated: ‘‘I] was much dis- 
appointed on visiting the locality to find that 
the industry had practically ceased, and the 
pits of Drumglass and Coalisland were closed. 
Perhaps, the day may come when the great 
manufacturing Province of Ulster may awake 
to the discovery that, while it was dependent 
on England and Scotland for its coal supply, 
there is a large undeveloped supply of the 
mineral at ite own door,” . 

It would appear as if thig time had now 
arrived. and, through the foresight and energy 
of Sir Samuel Kelly, the Coalisland deposits 
have, for the first occasion in 200 years, been 
tested to a deep level. The old working did 
not go lower than about 300 feet, but the first 
shait sunk by Sir Samuel Kelly’s firms has 
now gone down 620 feet, and even this. is a 
small depth compared with the 1,000 feet 
shafts of many mines in Great Britain. Yet 
no fewer than five very promising seams have 
been uncovered, and one at least is of unusua! 
thickness. Four of the seams would provide 
good house coal, and the other steam coal of 
superior quality, 

A second shaft is being sunk in the same 
area, and a powerful, up-to-date coal-getting 
plant is being put down. This second echaft 
had already reached a considerable depth. 
and it is evident that there are millions of 
tons of coal in the area, which can be iaised 
with comparatively little difficulty. the 
amount of water encountered in the shafts 
at the levels already reached is negligible, and 
much less than the amount which ie daily 
being kept under control in Welsh and Fng- 
lish mines. 

Owing to the lack of ‘houses for miners it 
will he some months before mining will be 
undertaken upon a commercial! scale. By that 
time the second shaft will be ready for work- 
ing, and Sir Samuel Kelly's plans include the 
erection of about 300 workers’ houses. Rail 
way siding and roads in the vicinity ef the 
mines are also to be considerably extended. 

A movement is on foot to re-open the iron 
mines on the slopes Slieve Gallion, in the 
Cookstown and Draperstown area, and the 
success of this enterprise will depend npon 
the suitability of coal raised in the Coalisland 
district for smelting purposes. Iron wae cx- 
tensively smelted at these mines in the 18th 
century, and the re-opening of the mines 
would provide Belfast foundries with an al- 
ternative supply of pig iron.

PROMPT MEASURES TO 
PREVENT SABOTAGE, 
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IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Over SPECAL Corresponpent. 
DUSSELDORF, Wednesday. 

Two facts. which I learn to-day, though 
unconfirmed, will serve to illustrate the 
extraordinary conditions of life here in the 
occupied region. . 

I went to a shop to buy some pins, and 
was offered three ordinary steel pins at the 
price of five marks each, which, in pre-war 
days, would have bought a good meal. 

The second fact is even more fantastic. In 
Recklinghausen the miners are still ago 
coal. The French say that the Germans shal 
not have it, the Germans say the French shall 
not have it. 

There is no room to stock it, and, according 
to my information, it is being deliberately 
thrown into a marsh. 

This is the fantastic side. The tragic 
reality is “well: illustrated by a French 
order to shoot at sight anyone interfering 
with the railway line or attempting sabotage. 

An interesting statement was made to me 
to-day by the -French that if, and when, 
negotiations are opened: between the French 
and Germans the French intend to make it a 
condition in any agreement that none of the 
German officials who have stuck to their posts 
in spite of ‘orders from Berlin shall be 
victimised. 

I interviewed Herr Schmidt, the Mayor of 
Dusseldorf, titis “afternoon. As already 
stated, he was arrested and expelled some 
days azo. I found him in Elberfeld, on his 
return from a visit to Berlin, where he saw 
Herr Cuno. | 

I asked him what: would Germany do i 
the French applied the new restrictions 
rumoured to-day—that is, restrictions on the 
exports of stee! and iron, and. an eventual 
restriction on the entry of raw materials for 
the Ruhr. 

“There would be trouble,” he said. 
men are well disciplimed, and will 
quiet as long as they have food 
allowed to work. 
sanctions will be applied. 

‘If we lose there will be an end 
Cuno Government, and a very 
anarchist and nationalist reaction,” he stated. 

As for the Rhineland Republic, that idea 1s 
dead. There is not a single man of any 
standing who gives it a thought any longer. 
lí we give way Germany will lose everything. 
If we hold on we shall win.” 

Herr Schmidt is remaining in 
territory, and is helping to organise resist- 
ance to the French.

DELICATE SITUATION. 
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COAL GO THROUGH 
BRITISH AREA? 
From Ovr Dirtomatic CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

A question of some delicacy has inevitably 
arisen regarding the possible transport of coal 
from the Ruhr. Valley to France across the 
area under British occupation. So iar the 
problem may be considered hiypothetical, for 
uo coal is being transported from the Ruhr 
to France at all—at any rate. not m quanti 
ties worth mentioning. 

Bat hypothetical or not, the cuestion has 
actually been raised through the normal 
diplomatic channels, and the British Cabinet 
may have to bring it under very serious con 
sideration. 

There is, however, some reason «to hope 
that the French will feel it well not to press 
the matter. There are other way: from the 
Ruhr to. France thap those pascing through 
Cologne or any part of the British occupied 
area, and, in view of the fact that France, 
recognising the desire of the British Govern- 
ment to observe a strictly non-committa) atti- 
tude regarding the French act.on in the 
Ruhr, pndertook at the outset to avoid im- 
plicating the British authorities so far as 
possible, it would be surprising if the re- 
quest. for passage of coal through the British 
area were sustained.

FRENCH ORGANISING NEW 
TRANSPORT. 
IRISH TIMES POREIGN SERVICE 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

General Weygand and M. Le Trocquer, 
Minister of Public Works, gave the Cabinet 
au account of their latest Kuhr mission this 
morning. They stated that the chief pro 
blem at the moment is the removal! of the 
enormous quantities of coal that have ac- 
cumulated at the pitheads owing to the rail 
way strike. The accumulation is simply 
choking the approaches to the pits, in spite 
of the, exceedingly jow output of the hewers. 
A new and lasting organisation of transport 
is being planned. 

M. ? Trocquer afterwards said, in an 
interview, that three of the greatest railway 
ex s in the country have agreed to under- 
take the task. 

M. Le Trocquer added that steps are bein 
taken to make the utmost use of river an 
canal transport, and that. 250,000 tons of coal 
and coke are at present floating on the Rhine 
and its tributary canals. 

The French Administration now has near! 
10,000 military railwaymen at its command, 
but these have to try to do the work of 
40,000 Germans, and to do it under the most 
unfavonrahle conditions. 

To-night La Liherte says that there is con- 
tinued sabotage in the postal, telegraph, and 
telenbone services. 

In France more blast furnaces are closing 
down for want of coke. 

I learn from an official source that it is 
untrue that the Government has decided to 
institute a blockade of the Ruhr in order to 
prevent the importation and exportation of 
iron ore and other minerals.. The possibility 
of such a step is all that has been discussed.

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JAPAN AND DISARMAMENT. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovum Own Conresronpest, 
TOKIO, Wednesday. 
Foreign Office officials here state that the 
possible French rejection of the Washington 
aval Disarmament pact will not afiect the 
Japanese plans regarding its Budget, inas- 
much as Japan is prepared to conclude a new 
agreement with America and. Great. Britain 
along the lines agreed on at Washington.

with @ milder climate to reeuperate. .A hint 
that he desired to visit Japan was frowned 
upon immediately, while the Portuguese 
Legation refused: him informal permission to 
visit the quaint<old City of Macao, stating 
that the matter must necesgsatily be referred 
to Lisbon. 

An official statement summarising the atti- 
tude of America and Japan towards the pro- 
posal of a loan to China will be issued soon. 
The differences in attitude are :— America ex- 

resses a readiness to ant a loan, con- 
tending that China will not be able to recover 
without financial assistance, while the Cen- 
tral Government has’ evinced a willingness 
to demdbilise the surplis troops. Japan's 
stand is that the chaotic conditions in China 
ate growing worse steadily, with the military 
leaders flouting the Peking Government and 
diverting revenues which necéssarily would 
be security for the loans. Japan believes 
that financial assistance without a greater 
degree of supervision would be unwise, inas- 
much as whatever was loaned would be 
diverted corruptly for the upkeep of the 
already great hordes of the bandit army. 

The Japanese Cabinet is striving to reach 
an agreement with the Privy Council regard- 
ing a disagreement which is embarrassing the 
progress of the Diet’s programme. A mes- 
sage from Prince Regent Hirohito regarding 
the Council's protest against the recent action 
of Foreign Minister Uchida in conducting 
certain Chinese negotiations without consulting 
it. is expected to form a basis for the discus- 
sion. The Government's attitude is that 
nothing shonld be conceded to China which 
possibly endanger the occupation of 
Manchuria. 


WORK AND HEALTH. 
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MORTALITY IN *VARIOUS 
CALLINGS. 

Statistics just published by the Registrar- 
General appear to show that a very light 
mortality is consistent with strenuous manual 
work and exposure to all the vagaries of the 
British climate. 

Occupational mortality is explained as de- 
noting nothing more than the mortality of 
persons foiloWing a given occupation. If a 
man is drowned while bathing, his death. con- 
tributes to the recorded mortality of his 
occupation, though the occupation may have 
had nothing whatever to do with it. On the 
other hand, if a man is obliged by his place 
of work and rate of pay to live in an insani- 
tary area the extra risk of death involved is, 
in a wider, but very real, sense part of the 
occupational risk. It is not, therefore, neces- 
sarily illogical or nnscientific to classify by 
reference to oceupation.alone.. . --.-- | 

lt appears that engine drivers and motor-car 
drivers are subject to abnormally low death 
rates; but it must be considered whether the 
low mortality is pot-due to selective recruit- 
ment of men of a high standard of fitness, or 
whether a selective discharge of men whose 
health has deteriorated under the strain has 
not relieved the occupations of some part oí 
the: mortality .which should be debited. to 
them,

NEW MILITARY GOVERNOR. 

Reuter’s Cairo Correspondent telegraphs 
that two shots were fired at an Englishman, 
Mr. M Amblen, of the Railways Adminis- 
tration, yesterday (Wednesday).

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MEETING OF DUBLIN BRANCH. 

The twenty-first annual genera] meeting of 
the Dublin Central Branch of the Irish Union 
of Distributive Workers and Clerks (Mr. J. 
A. Gordon presiding) was held in the Abbey 
Theatre. 

Discussing wages and prices, the annual 
report, which was read by Mr, W, J. Byrne, 
stated that during the past year the organised 
attack on wages developed an intensity that 
left little doubt of the purpose in the minds 
of those who were responsible for having it 
initiated... “ Accompanying the cry for reduced 
wages was another—that prices would in- 
evitably fall if wages were reduced, the 
hypocrisy of which we have since become con- 
vinced. Notwithstaiding the drastic curtail- 
ment in the earning power of many thousands 
of workers in the city, we have not vet seen 
any appreciable fuction in the cost of 
living. 

Dealing with the oumerica) strength of the 
branch, the report stated there was an ap- 
preciable increase over last year notwith 
large section of members 
usually included in the branch total had been 
transferred to another separate branch. 

Out of a total revenue of £6,622 145. 4d.. 
the sum of £5,873 Os. 8d. had been forwarded 
to the Executive Committee. The Executive 
Committee, on the other hand, had paid out 
of the trade union funds £1,002 16s. 4d. in 
sickness. benefit, £488 16s.

A Londonderry-Burtonport railway . train 
was blown off the line between. Gwee- 
dore and Kincasslagh, County Tyroue¢, yester- 
day morning. Two coaches rolled down an 
embankment, but the few passengers escaped 
with nothing worse than minor cuts, and

The seaboard line here is exposed to the 
full fury of a South-West gale. Two coaches 
heeled over as the train was running; the 
couplings broke, and they then turtied com- 
pletely over. The rest of the tram was 
derailed. | 

i will be recalled that on Christmas Day 
last a similar accident occurred on this line 
at a point twenty-five miles from the scene of 
this mishap. 


SECONDARY STORM IN DUBLIN. 

Dublin experienced a “back-wash” of 
Tuesday's gale yesterday morning, but it was 
not so severe as on the previous day. There 
were some particularly wild gusts between 
five and six o'clock, and a Westmoreland 
street shop window was blown in. 

Shipping was delayed, and smaller boats 
put back for shelter. The Liffey and Dodder 
rivers were much swollen with flood-water 
from the hills, and three hours before high 
tide Guinness’s brewery launches could only 
just squeeze under O'Connell bridge. 

WILD NIGHT AT QUEENSTOWN. 

Many vessels ran for shelter into Queens- 
town Harbour. One was the Swedish schooner 
Stina, which had met with a succession of 
head winds on a voyage from Cardiff to Lis- 
bon, and had taken fourteen days to make 
Queenstown. The vessel was short of water, 
and had its sails torn to ribbons. 

Seas inside the harbour were motntaimous, 
and the naval pier was swept by the waves. 
The liberty boats could not leave the de- 
stroyers to take the leave men back to their 
ships. Early in*the morning heavy rain fell, 
and the sea moderated somewhat, so that the 
sailors could be rowed to the destroyers. 


FREE STATE SHIP ASHORE

engaged in investigating the cargoes of ships 
comipg into harbours ow the South coast from 
British and foreign ports, went ashore on the 
rocks off Ballycotton in yesterday mophin£ s 
gale, and the tug, Dainty, attached to Haul- 
bowline Roya!

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CHANNEL COLLISION, 


BELFAST-BOUND VESSEL 
BEACHED. 


The steamer Goodwin, 1,500 tons, of Glas- 
gow, for Belfast, belonging to the Clyde Ship- 
building Company, Leadenhal! street, London, 
E.C., and carrying a crew of twenty-five and 
A few passengers, was beached on the Girdler 
Sands, off Margate, after being in collision 
on Tuesday with the South-Eastern and 
Chatham Railway Company’s mail boat, Maid 
of Orleans, 2,000 tons, vi London. 

One member of the crew of the Goodwin, 


Thomas Coyle, was killed, and two firemen 


of the same vessel, William McLaughlan and 
John McBride, all of Glasgow, were injured. 

The tug Gauntlet took the two injured men 
on board, and landed them at Gravesen:! 
where they were taken to hospital: The-dead 
man was also taken to the mortuary at 
Gravesend. | 

The master of the tug reported that when 
he left the Goodwin her foredeck was 
water. A number of tugs wére standing by. 
Several private motor boats from Margate 
also went out to render assistance. 

The Southend lifeboat, James Stevens, pro- 


ceeded to the spot, but returned at half-past | 


eleven o'clock yesterday morning, after heing 
out for twelve hours. 

A high wind was blowing and the sea 
waa rough at the time that the collision oc- 
curred. The captain of the Goodwin at once 
decided to beach his vessel, and ran on the 
Girdler Sands, which lie about eight miles 
off Margate. 

Among the passengers was a doctor. who 
attended to the men’s injuries before they 
were taken off by the tug. 

The Maid of Orleans, bound from Dover 
for London, was damaged about the bows 
after striking the Goodwin on her port side, 
bat was able to proceed up the Thames 
“ran her own steam, and docked at Lime.

The next morning the following notice ap- 
peared in all the papers.

BRITISH NAVAL MEASURES. , 

ORDERS TO FIRST AND SECOND FLEETS 

_ No Mayauver Leave. 

We received the following etatement.from the 
Secretary of the Admiralty at an early hour this 
morning :— 

Orders have been given io the First Fleet, which 
is concentrated at Portland, not to disperse for 
mananuvre leave for the present, All vessels of the 
Second Fleet are remaining at their home ports in 
proximity to their baiance crews. 

On Monday began the first of the Cabinets 
on the European situation, which thereafter 
continued daily or twice a day. 

_My own part in these events was a very 
simple one. It was first of all to make sure 
that the diplomatic situation did not get 
ahead of the naval situation, and that the 
Grand Fleet should be in its war station 
before Germany could know whether or not 
w’ should be in the war, and therefore $f 
possible before we had decided ourselves. 

Secondly, it was to point out that if Ger- 
many attacked France she would do ao 
through Belgium, that all her preparations 
had been made to this end, and that she 
neither could nor would adopt any different 
strategy or go round any other way. To these 
two tasks I steadfastly adhered. 


A Very Secret Warning. 


After hearing the discussions at, Monday's 
Cabinet and studying the telegrams, I sent 
that night to al] our. Commanders-in-Chief the 
following very secret warning : :'— 

£5 Jniy 27. 1914. 

This is not the Warning Telegram, but European 
political situation makes war between Triple Entente 
and Triple Alliance Powers by no means impossible. 

epared to shadow possible hostile men of war 
and consider dispositions of H.M. ships under your 
command from this point of view. Measure is 
— precautionary. No unecessary person is to 
informed, and the utmost secrecy is to 
observed. 

The official “ warning telegram ” was de- 
spatched from the Admiralty on Wednesday, 
the 29th. 

On this same day I obtained from the 
Cabinet the authority to put into force. the 
** Precautionary Period’’ regulations. The 
work of Ottley and of Hankey was now put to 
the proof. 

It was found in every respect thorough and 
comprehensive, and all over the country 
emergency measures began to astonish the 
public. Naval harbours were cleared, bridges 
were guarded, steamers were boarded and ex- 
amined, watchers lined the coasts. 


Fleet Sent to War Station. 


The most important step remains to be re- 
counted. As early as Tuesday, July 28, I felt 
that the Fleet should go to its war station. 
It must go there at once, and secretly; it 
must be steaming to the north while every 
German authority, naval or military, had the 
greatest possible interest in avoiding a col- 
lision with us.

At about 10 o'clock, therefore, on the Tues- 
day morning I proposed this step to the First 
Sea Lord and the Chief of the Staff, and 
found them whole-heartedly in favour of it. 

We decided that the Fleet should leave 
Portland at such an hour on the morning of 
the 29th as to pass the Straits of Dover dnr- 
ing the hours of darkness, that it should 
traverse these waters at high speed and with- 
out lights, and with the utmost precaution 
proceed to Scapa Flow. 


Cabinet Not Consulted. 


I feared to bring this matter before the 
Uabinet, lest it should mistakenly be con- 
sidered a provocative action likely to damfage 
the chances of peace. 

It would be unusual to bring movements of 
the British Fleet in home waters from one 
British port to another before the Cabinet. I 
only, therefore, informed the Prime Minister, 
who at once gave his approval. 

Orders were accordingly sent to Sir George 
Callaghan, who was told incidentally. to-send 
the Fleet up under his second-in-command 
and to travel himself by land through London 
in order that we might have an opportanuity 
of consultation with him. 

We may now picture this great Fleet, with 
its flotillas and cruisers, steaming slowly out 
of Portland Harbour, squadron by squadron, 
scores of gigantic castles of steel wending 
their way across the misty, shining sea uke 
giants bowed in anxious thought. 

We may picture them again as darkness fell 
eighteen miles of warships running at high 
® and in absolute blackness through the 
Narrow Straits, bearing with them into the 
broad waters of the North Sea the safeguard 
of considerable affairs. 


** One Nightmare Gone. 


Although there seemed to be no conceivable 
motive, chance or mischance which could lead 
# rational German Admiralty to lay a trap of 
submarines or mines or have given them the 
knowledge and the time to do so, we looked 
at each other with much satisfaction when on 
Thursday morning (the Wth) at our daily staff 
meeting the Iron Duke reported herself and 
the whole Fleet well out in the centre of the 
North Sea. 

We were now in a position, whatever hap- 

ned, to contro] events, and it was not easy 
to see how this advantage could be taken from 
us. A surprise torpedo attack before or 
simultaneous with the declaration of war was, 
at any rate, one nightmare gone for ever. We 
could at least see for ten days ahead.

THE ADDRESS. 

The text of the Address was as follows :— 

“May it please Your Excellency,—We, the 
Chancellor, doctors and masters of the Um- 
versity of Dublin, approach Your Excellency, 
as the representative of His Majesty the King, 
with our best wishes for a successful and 
happy administration of the high office 0! 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State. 

“Recent political changes have opened a 
new chapter in Irish history, and we may 
claim that the University. of Dublin has been 
forward in REO tg its graduates. to co- 
operate with their fellow-countrymen under 
new conditions of Irish life. We venture to re- 
mind Your Excellency that as early as the 
10th of December, 1921, the Board of Trinity 
College made public a request that it had ad- 
dressed to the University Members of Parlia- 
ment, inviftng them to support the terms of 
settlement agreed on by the British Cabinet 
and by the Setehates from Dail Eireann. Our 
relations with the Irish Government have been 
harmonious, and we hope that the co-opera- 
tion of our graduates in the building up of 
happier on in Ireland may be useful 
to the country. 

“The University oí Dublin has been for 
many generations a pioneer in the matter of 
University reform. It is 130 years since our 
degree of B.A. was open to members of all 
creeds, and since 1875 all religious tests for 
Scholarships and Fellowships have been re- 
moved. For the last 19 years women have 
been admitted to examinations and degrees 
on the same conditions as men. 

“Two years ago we inaugurated a scheme 
by which the primary teachers in training 
may share in the educational advantages that 
a University can- offer, and we have today 
upon our books as “ non-matriculated 
students 135 King’s Scholars from Kildare 
place Training College. We are on good terms 
of healthy intercourse and rivalry with the 
other Jearned bodies in Ireland, and we trust 
that this good feeling will be maintained and 
strengthened in the days to come. 

“We feel confident that we shall have 
Your Excellency’s sympathy and assistance 
in the work which we have been called upon 
to perform; and, as a Royal Foundation, we 
desire to assure Your Excellency of our con- 
stant support, as also of our earnest desire 
to assist all Irishmen of good-will in the en- 
deavour to promote the peace, honour and 
prosperity of Ireland.

‘“My Lord Provost and Gentlemen,—In the 
past forty years I have many times enjoyed 
the encouragement and hospitality of the 
students of Trinity College, Dublin. Now it 
is my good fortune to be greeted by the 
Chancellor, Doctors and Masters of the Uai- 
versity. upon entering on the appointment of 
Governor-General! of the Irish Free State. 

“Your Address was, I know, to have been 

resented upon the signification of His 
Majesty's approval of my tenure of this office ; 
but in December last I was led by pressure of 
affairs to request a postponement of your 
courtesy, and I thank you for making my con- 
venience your pleasure. | 

“The spirit in which your ancient home of 
learning has accepted recent political changes 
has afiorded great satisfaction to the com- 
munity. You refused to look on with 
suspicion or show any sign of ‘apprehension, 
bat ran yourselves at once, without aloof- 
ness or indecision, on the side of the majority 
of the Irish nation. Your representatives have 
been foremost amongst those zealous to make 
the laws of our newly-constituted Legislature 
respected, and are earnest in watchfuiness that 
its proceedings should be elevated to a height 
worthy of the dignity of the State.

Yet I pleasurably recall that 
since 1882 I have been privileged to avail of 
the College Library, and have thus some slight 
acquaintance with the priceless treasures 
which it guards. These were ever thrown 
open freely to students of Irish annals, and 
this fact has now become one of national im- 
portance by reason of the calamitous loss of 
the Record Office. 

“In 1904, when the question of purchase by 
the tenants of the College estates arose, [ was 
glad to serve as a member of the Viceregal 
Commission, and | trust that by its delibera- 
tions your interests, as well as those of the 
occupiers, have been advanced and consoll- 
dated 


“In 1908, when a sister University was 
established, the ungrudging and ready way in 
which Trinity College agreed to share its 
rights in imparting legal education was much 
appreciated. 

"“ As regards civic affairs, having dwelt in 
the Dublm of 1870, I remember when the 
College presented a wide scope of ground to 
the city to ease the crush in College Green; 
and in the same spirit the distinguished 
Provost, whom I welcome to-day, declared 
recently his willingness to yield up a valuable 
residential interest with a like object. 

“This steady pursuit of public ends re- 
ceived some recognition in the compliment 
paid by the Dublin Corporation te a late 
Provost, who was unanimously voted the free- 
dom of the capital. 

** Believing that before long a happier spirit 
will pervade the country, I cherish the hope 
that the claim made in your Address for the 
ag of men of good-will in the promotion 
of the peace, honour and prosperity of Ireland 
will evoke a response gratifying to enlightened 
minds wherever the duty of extending educa- 
tion to all classes is rightly apprehended.”

“DUBLIN STREETS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The citizens of Dublin, more especially 
those who pay large sums of money in rates to 
the Corporation every year, will, no doubt, be 
greatly interested in the recommendations of 
the Streets Committee and its report. 

The streets of Dublin have been a by-word 
for many years, and the manner of cleaning 
them a disgrace to any city. The sight of 
wagons collecting refuse from dust-bins be- 
tween 10 and 11 a.m. in our ror m8. streets 
is anything but an edifying spectacle. Work 
of this nature could surely be finished before 
8 a.m. and all bins removed from the streets 
before 9 a.m., as in all other capitals in 
Europe. 

At present there are two motor sweepers in 
use, two more are on order, and two addai- 
tional machines are recommended, which 
would bring the total up to six. As the work- 
ing cost of each sweeper may be taken at 
approximately £15 per week, it will thas be 
seen that it is pro to spend £4,680 
gr annum in sweeping the streets alone. Ii 

per cent. interest on the capital eum of 
£30,000, which it is proposed to spend on new 
machines and motors of one kind or another, 
be added, the annual cost to the citizens will 
be well over £6,000 per annum.

Siz,—It is good news to hear that something 
is to be done to ‘cleanse the Dublin streets, 
which are now in a filthy condition. [ have 
travelled and lived im many countries, aad I 
can truthfully say that in no city have I 
seen streets In the condition now existing in 
Dublin. In Florence thirty years ago the 
streets were washed down constantly by means 
of hydrants and strong solution of phenic acid 
Dublin is built on a bog, and the paving 
stones are not laid close enough together, 
so that the black mud oozes up. This can 
be made an excuse for ordinary mud, but 
what excuse is there for the heaps of refuse, 
overflow from dustbins, to- be seen outside 
every door? I have seen the most amazing 
collections of refuse in Merrion square, and 
should be ashamed to enumerate the stuff in 
detail. 

I would like to make a few obvious sugges- 
tions to rectify this state of affairs. First, 
that the men who empty the dustbins should 
sweep up the surrounding rubbish, and that 
they should be trained to the work and in- 
spected periodically. The existing dust carts 
are very high, and when the men empty the 
en tins al! the dust flies in their faces. 
s this necessary’? Could not the men be 
taught to take a pride. in their city, and be 
made to see how important each individual's 
work is? If the same gangs of men were 
made responsible for certain districts, the 
Corporation could give prizes for the best 
kept district. 

Second, that posters and handbills should 
be put out réquesting the citizens to aasist 
the Corporation, by not putting the stuff 
which they can easily burn into the garbage 
cans, but burn all possible rubbish themselves. 
Everyone has a fire of some sort. The rich 
can see that their servants burn the rubbish 


in the range, and the “el can help to Ex | 


themselves warm by burning their rubbis 
and old paper. I have seen the pages of 
books and private letters flying round the 
streets. Is it really necessary to throw such 
matter into the dustbin, when it can readily 
be burnt’? I would so far as to inflict a 
fine on any householder putting waste paper 
in his dustbin. 

It would also be helpful to have some wire 


| baskets in the streets for waste paper. They 


are to be seen in foreign towns, especially in 
— parks. It might also be ‘possible to 

ave on every tram a box for placing used 
tram tickets in as passengers alight. It 
would take time, of course, for the citizens to 
accustom themselves to orderly ways in these 
matters, but it is worth making the effort, as 
the gutters of Dublin at present resemble pig 
troughs. Unfortunately, there are no pigs to 
consume the stuff.—Yours, etc.,

Estate of the gross value of £108,646, with 
net personalty nil, has been left by Rear- 
Admiral Sir Adolphus Augustus Frederick 
FitzGeorge, K.C.V.0., second son of the late 
Duke of Cambridge, who died on December 
17th at the age of 76. ‘The articles of value 
bequeathed included the gold snuff box given 
by King ‘George HT. to Queen Charlotte on 
her wedding day, and a wooden box, polished 
with a hunting scene on top, containing 
crystal milk jug, eup, saucer, and jam jar, 
etc. This box which was the property of 
Princess Auguste Sophia, the aughter of 
King George IIL, is left to Queen Mary. 
Other objects of a similar kind, associated 
with the Royal Family in the days of George 
HJ. and George IV., are made heirlooms. 

Sir William Pickles Hartley, head of the 
well known firm of jam manufacturers, who 
died in October last, leaving estate of the 
gross value of £1,086,444, with net personalty 
£1,078,237,, empowered his executors: (1) To 
honour all promises made by him in writing 
which were not fully completed in his life- 


time; (2) to pay to charitable and philan- |

In leaving a share of his property to his 
son, Harry, Mr Bernard Jacoby, a Sunder- 
land house furnisher, who left estate of the 
gross value of £10.894. directed that the pro- 
perty should be held in trust for him until he 
should marry a wife of the Jewish faith and 
horn of Jewish parents, when the property is 
to revert to him absolutely: “ but if he should 
marry otherwise he shall receive only the in- 
come for life, the property then reverting to 
the estate for division among other heirs.”

ment to carry out the work of the nation, 
industrially, financially, and commercially, 
and to prevent further bloodshed of our com- 
rades on both sides, and believing our actions, 
from an economic and national point of view, 
are the only means to achieve our aspirations. 
We hereby surrender all firearms and explo- 
sives, etc., etc., in our possession to Bri- 
vadier Adamson and the other officers 
present.”’ 

The signatories are reported to have re- 
turned to their homes.

ESTATE DUTY. 


NORTHERN APPEAL SUCCEEDS. 
Judgment was delivered in the Court of 
Appeal, Belfast, yesterday, by Lord Justice 
Moore and Lord Justice Andrews, in the 
appeal by the executors and trustees of the 
will of Mrs. Dunbar-Buller of Woburn, 
Donaghadee, County Down, against the deci- 
sion of Mr. Justice Wilson dismissing a 
petition presented bv them under the Finance 
Acts, claimine that the assessment of duty 
made by the Minister of Finance in respect 
of the estate duty payable on Mrs. Dunbar- 
Buller’s death was made upon a wrong 
principle. 
The Commissioners, for the purpose of 
assessine such duty, had agcrecated Mra, 
Dunbar-Buller’s free property with pr perty 
over which she had. under the will of her 
father, George Dunbar, a power of appoint- 
ment. i 

The appellants contended that each of those 
properties should be treated as an estate by 
itself. and not aggregated, as had been done 
by the Ministry of Finance, 

“Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M-P., and Mr. J. A. 
Pringle (instructed by Messrs. Crawfor’ and 
Lockhart), represented the appellants. Mr, 
R. D. Megaw, K.C., M.P., and Mr. Davison 
(instructed by Mr. Gunning), appeared for 
the Minister of Finance. 

Their lordships allowed the appeal, holding 
that each estate was, for the purpose of 
estate duty, to be treated as an estate by 
Half. They reversed the order of Mr. Justice

CONDITION OF 
DUBLIN CITY, 


TWO MONTHS’ CRIME 
STATISTICS. 


A TERRIBLE RECORD. 


“~ 


Addressing the Grand Jury at the opening 
of the County Dublin Commission at Ureen 
street Courthouse yesterday, Mr. Justice 
Samuels said that there were only a few 
cases for their consideration. Bills would be 
sent up in four cases, all of a character which 
presented no difficulty. With regard to the 
state of affairs that existed, he thought it 
would really be impossible for him to say 
anything to the jury which they were not 
already acquainted with. He had not got 
the returns of crime before him, but they 
all knew that the state of affairs at present 
in the county, apart from the Metropolitan 
area, was very dreadful. All he could eay 
was that it was incumbent on everybody, 
not only those engaged in the administration 
of the law, such as the members of the (irand 
Jury, but on everyone who hoped to iive in 
a civilised community, to do all that they 
could to vindicate the rights of free citizen- 
ship in this country. hey should strive 
towards securing that people could live 
quietly and happily in their homes, could 
educate their children, attend to their busi- 
ness, and lead lives of civilised beings. That 
would depend entirely on each of them, in- 
dividually and collectively. 


STATE OF DUBLIN CITY. 


Addressing the Grand Jury for the City of 
Dublin yesterday, Mr. Justice Samuels said 
that the number of bills to go before them 
was limited to 15 cases, all of comparative 
triviality. There was one case, however, 
which was somewhat peculiar and hitherto 
rather exceptional. It was a case against a 
man called Morrissey, for conspiracy to evade 
the law with regard to the sale of methylated 
spirits. On a second count he was charged 
with selling the spirits. Under the Statute 
of 1800 and other Statutes it had been con- 
sidered necessary, not only for the preserva- 
tion of the revenue, but for the preservation 
of the public health, to restrain the un- 
authorised selling of such spirits. He had 
been informed that this, unfortunately, was a 
class of offence that was increasing in the city. 
It was a practice that dilapidated the naman 
constitution, and a class of drinking that, he 
believed, when once begun was very difficult 
to break off, and it was absolutely necessary 
in the intereste of the public that its sale 
should be restricted. 

He did not know whether there was any 
use in a judge commenting, or trying to cum- 
ment, on the present condition of nffaire, 
which was absolutely appalling. Since the last 
Commission day, 5th December, there had 
been 1,200 cases returned, to the special 
knowledge of the police authorities. Of these 
the Grand Jury might take away 388 as re 
presenting drunkenness and such cases as dis- 
orderly conduct as might be dealt with at 
the Petty Sessions, or by magistrates. ‘Tat 
left of serious crime 812 cases in two .nontha, 
When one came to consider the character 
of some of these cases, it was still 
more impressive and ss There had 
been murders—six actual murdem reported 
to the police and 41 attempts to murder 
persons, who. escaped from death in so far 
as they recovered from the wounds inflicted 
upon them, and which, undoubtedly, were 
wounds inflicted in attempts to murder. There 
were then 47 cases of murder, or attempted 
murder, within the city or metropolitan area 
in two months. Apart from the danger to 
human life, and the destruction of human life, 
the reports showed that there had been a 
dreadful number of cases of most serious 
assault. When they came to consider the de- 
struction of property—how this community 
was going to carry on its business in view of 
such eases as these reported on the return 
before him, it was almost impossible to say. 
It depended upon the Grand Jury and upon 
the petty juries, who had shown great 
courage, firmness and discretion in the cases 
going before them. It depended npon them 
ow far people were to expect punishment 
that would prevent them from indulging in 
depredations, such as he was going to tell 


them about. 
ROBBERIES, 


There had been 106 burglaries in the metro- 
politan area, which, as they knew, extended 
as far as Risetows. There had been 91 
cases of robbery of a more or less violent 
character, or attempts at robbery, in which 
the actual depredation of property did not 
occur. In addition, and apart from these 
serious cases of robbery and house-breaking, 
there were 225 cases of larceny; and when 
one came to consider the conditions under 
which honest traders were trying to carry on 
their business, under extremely diffenlt 
monetary conditions, apart altogether from 
the disturbed conditions of the country, he 
pitied them from his heart. The whole com- 
munity was bound, for its own self-preserva- 
tion, to brace itself together, and it was 
incumbent on everybody, whatever his posi- 
tion, to try and have this thing stopped. 
There were receivers acting in these cases, 
which were due to the terrible demoralisation 
they were living in. There were concerned 
in these cases men, boys and girls, youths 
and young women, and it was not so much 
the professiona] burglar the police had to deal 
with now. Both the new police and the old 
police were acting under the most difficult 
circumstances. They were doing their duty 
well, and deserved the support of the com- 
munity. 

The metropolitan area was passing through 
an agony, and the sooner it was ended the 
better. It was the only hope for the com- 
mercial standing of the city, for merchants, 
traders, and for all who wished to carry on 
their business, their ordinary avocations, or 
enjoy personal liberty. It did not altogether 
depend upon the Grand Jury, on the persons 
engaged on the legal side, in dealing with 
these matters; it depended on all persons, 
no matter what their position—ministers of 
religion, fathers and mothers, or memberé of 
the community, and it was incumbent on them 
to do what they could, by individual advice 
and control, to assist, as far as they 
possibly could the ordinary law, which was 
their law and for their protection, in putting 
an end to the present condition of affairs. As 
he told the Grand Jury, they must all seek 
for peace, hope and act for peace. Until they 
had peace and restoration of order, he had no 
hope that the City of Dublin or the State of 
which it was the capital could ever rise into 
actual being. When one looked at the return 
of dry statistics, one could only say that it 
represented a terrible condition af moral de- 
gradation, social danger and revolutionary 
anarchy. They all knew it too well, and they 
could only hope for peace and do their best to 
achieve it. 


BIGAMY. 

Edward Grayson, otherwise Gray, pleaded 
uilty to a charge of bigamy, and.was put 
Back for sentence. He had been employed in 
Guinness’s Brewery; he afterwards jcined the 
British Army and married a girl at Colwyn 
Bay, his wife being then living in Dublin. 

His wife denied the prisoner’s statement 
that she had been violent towards him while 
they were living in Dublin. 


STEALING A COLLECTING BOX.

at its next meeting.” 

COMMISSION ON PRICES.—It is an- 
nounced that a public session of the Commis- 
sion on Prices will be held to-day at 11 o'clock 
in the Oak Room of the Mansion House, Dub- 
lin, where further evidence will be taken from 
publicans’ assistants as to the prices, costs, 
and profits at all stages in the manufacture 
and sale of porter and stout in Dublin. 

IDLE SHIPYARDS.—It is understood that 
a project is on foot to transport a half-built 
vesse! from the idle Dublin shipbuilding yards 
to Irvine. The Dublin shipyard employés 
have been on strike for months. Three par- 
tially built steamers lie on the stocks. 

HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT.—At this 
week's meeting of the Executive Committee of 
Dublin Citizens’. Association, the most desir- 
able position for the Free State Houses of 
Parliament was discussed, and it was decided 
to convene an extraordinary meeting of the 
Central Council for next Tuesday to further 
consider the matter. 

SUMMERHILL FIRE FUN D.—The 
Summerhill Fire (Victims) Fund will close on 
Saturday, and the Committee will be obliged 
if the collectors and intending subscribers will 
send in their subscriptions to Alderman A. 
Byrne, the Mansion House, Dublin, in time 
for publication on Saturday evening. 

ALL-IRELAND LEAGUE.—The weekly 
meeting of the All-Ireland League was held 
on Tuesday evening, at 41 Rutland square, 
Dublin, when a paper was read by Mr. M. 
J. McManus on “ Modern Anglo-Irish Litera- 
ture.” This was followed by a debate. 

CHARGES AGAINST POSTMAN.—The 
postman, Thomas Daly, who was charged in 
Dublin on Tuesday with stealing three letters 
containing money orders or cheques, was yes- 
terday committed for trial. 


CONNAUGHT. 


TYRANNY OF LABOUR.—When a 
letter was read from the Secretary of the 
Castlebar branch of the Transport Workers’ 
Union at Castlebar Urban Council’s meeting, 
requesting that in the erection of the cot- 
tages only trade union labour should be em- 
ployed, and trade union rate of wages paid, 
the cha (Dr. A. MacBride), asked why 
should oe be shut out from earning a 
living if they chose not to join a union. He 
would never advocate a union again after the 
Post Office strike, which occurred when Ire- 
land was in the direst distress. While unions 
could be made a distinct advantage to the 
poor, they could be used as the greatest 
tyranny on earth! He did not see why 
anyone, if they did not choose, should be com- 
pelled to join a union. It was decided that 
the question of wages was one between the 
contractor and the employés. 

BLIND EYE TURNED TO ROBBER.— 
The Clerk inquired at the last meeting of 
the Castlebar Urban Council if he should 
lodge a claim for the metal water pipes and 
“‘thimbles’’ taken from the stores at the 
County Home, it is alleged, for the manu- 
facture of land mines. The Chairman said 
that it would look ridiculous if they did not 
claim, as the stolém goods were the property 
of the ratepayers. It seemed to be a case 
similar to that of Nelson at Trafalgar when 
he turned the blind eye. There was no force 
required to take the goods. The Clerk was 
instructed t@ lodge a claim. 

ROSCOMMON’S DELICATE FINANCES. 


—At a meeting of the Roscommon County. 


Council, a statement was made regarding the 
collection of rates, and it was shown that 
thousands of pounds stil] remain uncollected. 
In some places, the collectors were not ask- 
ing for payment; in three districts the rates 
had been seized. The Chairman said that 
the report disclosed a very serious state of 
affairs, with which the special committee pre- 
viously appointed to deal with the collection 
of rates must again be summoned. 

TEACHERS’ CONGRESS.—Westport and 
Louisburgh branch of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation has entered a strong 
protest against attempts made to have the 
Congress venue changed to Dublin, and de- 
mands that the fixture be held, as arranged, 
in Galway. 

DISAPPOINTED RAIDERS. — Gurteen, 
County Sligo, Post Office has been raided for 
the second time, and the old age pension 
money demanded, “but there was none in the 
office, and the would-be robbers went away. 

GENUINE RAILWAY ACCIDENT.—A 
wagon containing live stock ran off the line 
at Mageney, between Athy and Carlow, and 
blocked hoth “roads” for some hours.

LONDON STOCKS SHOW

A QUIET CLOSE.

NOBEL DEBENTURE ISSUF. 


Firmness characterised the Miscellaneous 
and Industrial markets yesterday, though 
towards the close a slightly easier tendency 
was in evidence here and there. Movements, 
however, were mostly higher on balance, and 
the amount oí business pus through was fair. 
Textiles continued in demand, and with the 
exception of Courtaulds, which relapsed at the 
close, changes favoured holders. Among 
Foodstuffs, Bovril Defd. exhibited strength 
on the announcement of a dividend of 3 p.c. 
free of tax, which compares with 9 p.c. less 
tax a year ago. Breweries displayed firmness, 
St. Louis Prefs. being good, and Watney 
Combe Defd. registering a further advance. 
Iron and Steels mostly kept on the firm side, 
Cammell Lairds, however, slipped back. 
Among Wireless concerns, Marconis further 
improved, and the Debs. showed to ad- 
vantage. Underwriting was in progress for 
the: Nobel Industries £1,750,000 54 p.c. Ist 
Mort. Debs., which are to be issued at 99. 
St. James exhibited strength among Electric 
EEA concerns, and closed 3 higher on 
balance.

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPH. 

Argentine Railway stocks have come into pro 
minence again, and the buying would appear to be 
of a class. Everything is favouring the 
companies, or if there are adverse factors, they are 
considerably outweighed by others of the reverse 
character. Perhaps the rise in Buenos Ayres 
Pacific stock attgacts most attention, because of 
the chequered career of ihe company in the past. 
This stock is now running almost parallel with 
Buenos Ayres Western stock, and is within a point 
or two of Buenos Ayres Great Southern. This 
is a great market achievement, and it would not 
surprise us if, before the year is out, the stock 
was leading the way, and commanding par or more. 
Au interim divideid ought to be forthcoming in 
March, and probably before then there will be 
some good news communicated to stockholders when 
the agreement fer the sale of the Bahia Blanca 
Company is submitted for approval. Entre Rios 
stocks promise to come into still greater prominence, 
If the authorities are not wrong, the company 
shonki le paying a dividend on the Firat Fe 
in July next, and probably before the end of the 
year ail the arrears will be cleared off. This stock 
is quoted about 72, while the Second Pref has 
advanced to 30, and the Ord. to 26. The latter, 
of course, is quite a speculation, but there are

The only noticeable feature about the past ac- 
count on the London Stock Exchange has been the 
mixed character of the price changes.

MORE IMMIGRANTS WANTED. 


‘The fifty-sixth annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
was held in Toronto on Jan 9, 1923. The 
President (Sir Edmund Walker) took the 
chair, and, after the report, which has 
recently been made public, had been read; 
the Gicncal Manager (Sir John Aird) 
addressed the shareholders. 

GENERAL MANAGER’S ADDRESS. 

Sir John Aird spoke in part as follows :— 
The year has been a trying and strenuous 
one, marked by a continuation of the decline 
in banking profits, due to the general depres- 
sion in business, the efforts of provincial 
Governments and others to secure deposits at 
high rates of interest, and the strong com- 
petition for all banking business. Notwith- 
standing this decline, we have been able to 
show net earnings of $5,002,435. This has 
enabled us io make the usual provision for 
dividends and pension fund, to write $400,000 
off bank premises account, to provide $325,000 
for Government taxes, and to add $150,707 
to profit and loss account, the balance of 
which now stands at $2,007,602. 

Our liabilities to the public, notes in circu- 
lation and deposits, again show decreases, 
although only slight as compared with the 
decrease during the previous year. The 
principal part of the decrease in our deposits 
has taken place in those not bearing interest, 
and this is, perhaps, only a natural outcome 
of the quiet condition of business during the 
past year. 

One of the interesting changes on the asset 
side of the statement is the increase in our 
holdings of gold, which are nearly five millions 
Indeed, we hold 
more than sufficient goid to cover every dollar 
of our note circulation. Our total holdings 
of coin and Dominion notes have been well 
maintained, standing at 15.23 per cent. of our 
liabilities to the aula. 

Our national income has been reduced as a 
result of the war, not only by the amount of 
the heavy taxes which we have to pay, but in 
all the thousand and one ways which result 
from the post-war depression in business. if 
we are to secure outside assistance it must 
be in the form of selected immigration—of 
men who will go on the land and help to 
bring our large areas of unsettled fertile 
lands under cultivation, thereby progding 
traffic for our railways, and a home rket 
for our manufactures. But of what avail will 
it be to place these newcomers on the land if 
those already settled there are unable to 
make farming: pay? The cost of our manu- 
factures cannot indefinitely continue to be 
higher than the farmer and the majority of 
the consumers in the home market can afford 
to pay. Both capital and labour must co- 
operate in seeing that costs are reduced, and 
this process must be carried to an extent 
that will enable the farmer to obtain his fe- 
quirements at a price within his means after 
he has sold his produce at prices fixed by the 
world markets, 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Sir Edmund Walker, C.V.0., in the course 
of his address, said :—In North America there 
has been a very remarkable recovery during 
the vear, especially if we consider the scanty 
buying power of Europe and the low prices 
consequently obtained for farm and pastoral 
production, in which respect, however, there 
is now some improvement. During 1922 the 
recovery has brought many of the basic 
materials back to or above the normal. In 
like manner manufactured goodlis have 
many cases risen sharply in price. 

Turning to the foreign trade of Canada, we 
have in the fiscal year, March, 1921, to 
March, 1922, made the lowest record since 
1916, the total being only $1,501,731,000, with 
the trifling sum of $6,122,000 in favour of 
exports, as compared with an excess of im- 
ports in the previous year of $29,730,000. The 
principal field crops of Canada for 1922 are 
estimated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistice 
at $984,139,000, as compared with $931,865,000 
in 1921, and $1,537,170.000 in 1919—our best 
year. The actual result for 1921 fell short 
of the estimate by about $85,000,000 
CATTLE EXPORTS. 

It is unfortunate that at a moment when 
the results in money from our field crops are 
so unsatisfactory, the results from cattle are 
equally so. From this season’s operations we 
shall have shipped the largest quantity of 
wheat on record, but at an inadequate price, 
and we shall have marketed the largest num- 
ber of cattle, also at an madequate price. 

The revised figures of our mineral prodac- 
tion for 1921 are $174,315,000, as compared 
with the estimate of $170,000,000. The esti- 
mate for 1922 is $180,000,000. It is in gold 
mining that we are making the most strik- 
ing progress, and attracting the most atten- 
tion from the outside world. The increase 
in production for the year is abont 31 per 
cent., as compared with 1921, and the output 
of several of the most important mines is 
being enlarged, and promises to be much 
greater in future. 

The public debt of the Dominion on March 
31, 1922, was $2,422,135,000, as compared 
with $2,340.878,.000 at the same date in 1921. 
Having regard to our national debt and to 
our national position generally, no question is 
more important than that of immigration, 
and, perhaps, no national question presents 
so many phases for consideration. The num- 
ber of immigrants entering Canada in our 
last fiscal year fell. doubtless mainly because 
of our severe regulations, to 90,000. as com- 
pared 148.000 in 1921 and 402,000 in 
1915. 

We require a policy of land settlement or 
a wider application of such satisfactory 
systems as we have already tried in order 
that we may secure aS many as possible of 
that always too small class who wish to have 
the chance to make a living on the land. 
We should seek for them in Great Britain, 
ihe United States, and in Northern Europe, 
never forgetting that this problem, as a whole, 
is one of service, first to Canada and second 
to the immigrant 

Canada is frequently complimented * 
students of taxation im the United States and 
Great Britain on its sales tax, but a much 
larger revenue, in a form much less hurtful 
to production, would result from a turnover 
tax of 1 per cent. Such a revenue would 
make it possible to lessen the scale of super 
taxes now imposed on incomes and other un- 
fair taxes on enterprise, the rimnous results 
of which is evident to all who give any 
thoughtful attention to the matter. 

During the year the usual care.ul attention 
has been given to the bank’s monthly letter, 
which reaches all parts of the world. We 
have, during the year, issued with our letter 
seven supplements, covering exhanstive infor- 
mation regarding trade possibilities between 
Canada and Mexico, Brazil, Cuba, Jamaica, 
Trinidad, Barbados, and Great Britain. i 

The usual votes of thanks to directors and 
staff were passed. The meeting then ad- 
journed.

ENGLISH VELVET AND CORD 
DYERS. 


‘ihe twenty-fourth annual meeting was held 
in Manchester yesterday. Mr. Henry 
Worrall (Chairman), in moving the adoption 
of the accounts, remarked that the Associa- 
tion’s profits exceeded 1921 by £2,500, plus 
nearly £15,000, surplus upon investments 
realised during the past year. He ventured 
to say that the Association now stood in a 
very satisfactory position. While passing 
through most anxious times, particularly dur- 
ing the last few years, nevertheless they had 
been able to distribute dividends satisfactory 
to the shareholders. Respecting the trade 
outlook, he had been obliged duri ig the past 
two years to make very cautious references 
thereto. Unfortunately, it was obvious that 
their difficulties were not lessened, and :"e 
present position in Europe and the uncertain 
political outlook in the Near East were 
factors which he considered would present 
considerable difficulties for some time. Con- 
sequently, any definite prophecy was very 
misleading. Meanwhile, they had current 
indications of an increased demand for goods, 
while they had in hand a satisfactory supply 
of cloth for treatment. Further expansion of 
business could not come quickly, but indica- 
tions pointed to a slow improvement, pro- 
vided the foreign situation did not assume 
graver proportions. Consequently, they 
adopted a policy of conserving resources. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. J. H. Cooke, a velveteen merchant, in 
seconding the motion, considered that the 
Association had done rather too well in the 
circumstances, because the unfortunate mer- 
chants of velveteens were really experiencing 
adverse times. Consequently, they approved 
of the Association’s policy of husbanding 
resources. Meanwhile, competition was 
severe and increasing. What the merchants
